Cagliari, Fanuary 25, 1793. 

N the 21ſt Inſtant, a French Ship of the Line 
and a Bomb Ketch appeared before the Iſland 
of St. Peter, which was immediately ſurrendered ts 
the French, the Commandant having previouſly re- 
tired to this Place with a Detachment of 800 Men, 
aud ſuch Proviſions as they could bring with them, 
and ſpiked the Cannon they left behind. The 

French have alſo taken the Iſland of Antioch. 
Yeſterday the French Fleet, conſiſting of Nine- 
teen Ships of the Line, anchored in this Harbour, 
The Admiral ſent a Detachment of Twenty Men 
on Shore, with the National Flag, and an Officer, 
who demanded the Surrender of the Place ; but the 
Lieutenant of the Port cautioned them not to ad- 
vance ; and when they arrived near the Pratick- 
Houſe, the Sardes killed the Drummer and Six- 
teen others; the Reſt retreated to the Ship. It 
is expected that the Town will be bombarded this

ACCOUNTS are jult 1eceived of the Duke of 
Deuxpont's very narrow Eſcape from an Army of

dence of Carlſberg, near Deuxponts. His Serene 
Highneſs received Intelligence of their Approach 
on the Evening of the gth Inſtant, from one of his 
Peaſants; and had but juſt Time to Eſcape, with 
the Ducheſs and the Ladies of her Court. The 
French took Poſſeſſion within an Hour afterwards, 
and have plundered” that very coſtly Reſidence. 
The Duke and Ducheſs arrived ſafe at Manheim 
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| Turin, February 16, 1793. 
1 has been received here, that, 
on the 27th of January, the French Squadroũ 
in the Gulph of Cagliari, conſiſting of Twenty or 
Twenty-one Ships, of which Four were Bomb- 
Veſſels, and Seven Ships of the Line, having ap- 
proached the City of Cagliari, began to bombarfl 
it, and were anſwered by a briſk Firing of Red-hot 
Balls. This Attack was continued for Three 
Days, when the Ships retired out of the Reach 
of the Cannon, but without quitting the Gulph. 


*Several of the Ships were damaged in their Maſts 


and Rigging, and One was ſet on Fire by a Red- 
hot Ball, but, by the timely Aſſiſtance of the 
others, the Fire was extinguiſhed, The Bombs 
produced no Effect but upon the Suburbs below 
the City, and only Five Men were killed. During 
the cannonading, the French attempted to land in 
ſeveral Places to procure Proviſions, but they were 


every where repulſed by the Militia, and loft up- 


wards of 500 Men.

Breda has ſurrendered by Capitulation : The 
Garriſon marched out on the 25th Ultimo, with 
their Arms and Field Pieces, towards the Garriſons 
of Heuſden, Bois le Duc, &c. under an explicit 
Condition to be at Liberty to ſerve during the 


War. 


Hague, March 4, 1793. 

AN Account has been received here of the 
Auſtrian Army, under General Clairfait, having 
paſſed the Roer on the Night of the 28th Ultimo, 
and repulſed the French Army, as well on the Side 
of Duren as on that of Juliers, and compelled 
them to retreat beyond Aldenhaven, with the Loſs, 
on the Side of the French, of 2000 Men killed, 
wounded, or taken Priſoners, 12 Pieces of Cannon, 
13 Ammunition Waggons, and the Military Cheſt. 
On the following Day His Royal Highneſs the 
Archduke attacked ſeveral French Batteries, and 
took Nine Pieces of Cannon. |

Hague, March 5, 1793. 
AN Officer arrived here this Evening with an 
Account of the Capitulation of Gertruydenbuig, 
after Three Days Bombardment, on the ſame Con- 
ditions as thoſe given at Breda. The Garriſon, 
conſiſting of a Swiſs Regiment, and 160 Cavalry, is 
to evacuate the Town To-morrow, with the Can- 
non of the Battalions, all the Horſes, and to 
march to Bois le Duc.

. AN Officer is juſt arrived from the Prince of 
Hefle at Maeſtricht, with Intelligence, that, on the

3d Inſtant, the Prince de Saxe Cobourg obtained a 
moſt compleat Victory over the French, chaſing 
them out of Aix la Chapelle as far as Liege, with a 
Loſs, on their Part, of 4000 Killed, 1600 Priſoners, 


and more than 20 Pieces of Cannon. On the ſame 
Day Prince Frederick of Brunſwick took ſome 


Batteries at Zwalme, killed 1300 of the French at 


Brugge, and took 700 Priſoners, and marched to- 
wards Ruremonde. 

The French retired from before Maeſtricht with 
Precipitation, and left ſome Baggage and Cannon. 
They had thrown above 6009 Shells into the 


Town.

INTELLIGENCE is juſt received here, that 
the French have raiſed the Siege of Willemſtadt, 


evacuated Klundert, and retreated towards Ant- 


werp, after ſetting Fire to the Village of Moedyk, 


and to their own Batteries, and leaving ſome Can- 
non behind them. 
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Hague, March 22, 1793. 
NTELLIGENCE has been received here of a 
Victory obtained here by the Prince of Saxe- 
Cobourg over the French, at Nieulanden, near 
Tirlemont, which was preceded by a long and 
ſharp Action. 

On the 15th Inſtant, the Advanced Poſts of the 
Imperial Army had been beat back from Tirlemont, 
which was retaken by the Enemy. On the 16th 
M. Dumourier attempted to paſs the Left Wing 
of the Imperial Army. On the 17th there was a 
Change of Poſition, and a briſk Cannonade. On 
the 18th, at Seven o'Clock in the Morning, M. 
Dumourier attacked the Centre of the Imperial 
Army, but was repulſed. He was likewiſe repulſed 
by the Imperial Right Wing ; but about Three 
o'Clock in the Afternoon, M. Dumourier's Right 
Wing penetrated through the Imperial Left Wing, 
whoſe Cavalry was prevented from manœuvring, 
the Ground being interſected by Ditches. The 
Corps of Reſerve, commanded by M. Clairfait, then 
decided the Victory. The French retired in good 
Order until Six o' Clock in the Evening, when the 
Imperial Light Cavalry put them to the Rout. 

The Number of Killed and Wounded is variouſly 
reported. It is ſaid that the French have loſt Thirty- 
three Pieces of Cannon.

" 1BUTENANT WESTERN, of His Majeſty's Fri- 
L gate the Syren, who was unfortunately killed 
on the 21ſt, by a Shot from the Enemy's entrenched 
Battery at the Noord Poſt, was buried Yeſterday in 
the Church of Dordrecht with Military Honors, 
and with every Solemnity that could mark Regard 
tothe Memory of a Young Officer, who had ſhewn 
on all Occaſions an active and ſteady Courage, and 
an ardent Deſire to diſtinguiſh himſelf. His Royal 
Highneſs the Duke of York was preſent, with the 
Officers and Troops under his Command. The 
Funeral was alſo attended by the Officers and Crews 
of the Engliſh Gun- Boats,

- ACCOUNTS hare been received here from the 
Prince of Saxe Cobourg, dated Bricbeck, near Lou- 
vain,, the 23d Inſtant, ſtating, that on the prece- 
ding Day he had attacked the French, who were 
advantageouſly poſted between Tirlemont and Lou- 
vain ; that the Engagement was long and obſtinate 
but that the French were beat, and driven beyond 
Louvain z and were then poſted behind the Dyle, 
between Louvain and Bruſſels.

A LETTER was this Morning received Expreſs 
from Captain Bentinck, dated Veſterday, at Bois le 
Duc, containing Intelligence. from Antwerp and 
Maeſtricht that the Advanced Guard of the Auſ- 
trian Army entered Bruſſels on the 24th at Noon; 
that the French Army was poſted at Halle; that 
the Country from Bois le Duc to Lier was clear.of 
the Enemy; and that the French Force {till at 
Breda amounted to 4000, and that at Gertruyden- 
berg to 2500 Men. 

Accounts are alſo received that Dieſt was taken 
on the 2oth, in an Attack by Colonel Mylius ; that 
a conſiderable Magazine was left by the French at 
Louvain ; and that, in the Affair of the 22d, the 
Auſtrians had 1000 Men killed and wounded, and 
the French had 4000 killed.

Moſt of the Prizes had ſailed before 
the Cutter arrived; the others, which were to have 
failed this Day, are ſtopped. Three Engliſh Brigs 
are ſtill here, under the Care of Britiſh

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Hague, April 2, 1793. 

N the 3oth Ultimo, in the Evening, Prince 
Frederick of Orange obtained an Advantage 

over the French near Gertruydenburgh, in an Ac- 
tion which laſted near Three Hours. The Loſs of 
the Dutch was a Captain of Grenadiers and Six 
Soldiers killed, and ſeveral wounded ; One Hun- 
dred and Fifty French were taken, with a Lieute- 
nant-Celonel, a Captain and Lieutenant, ſeveral 
Horſes, and a Piece of Cannon. Yeſterday the 
Hereditary Prince was with his Corps at Haigie, 
about Half a League from Breda. All Hoſtilities 
were {ſuſpended both there and at Gertruydenburgh. 
The Articles of Capitulation, both for Breda and 
Gertruydenburgh, are now ſuppoſed to be finally 
ſettled :—in the mean Time thoſe Places continue 
to be blockaded by Two Corps of Troops under 


the Hereditary Prince of Orange, and his Brother 


Prince Frederick. 

Accounts are received here that the French have 
evacuated Antwerp and Mons ; and that the Army 
under the Command of General Dumourier has re- 
treated towards Valenciennes and Liſle.

INTELLIGENCE has been received from Ge- 
neral Clairfayt, dated at Tournay the 2d Inſtant, 
ad viſing that General Dumourier had that Morning 
ſent to him as Priſoners, Monſieur Bournonville, 
Monſieur Camus, and other Commiſſioners, who had 
been authorized by the National Convention to 
| re him, and conduct him to their Bar; and 

that, in a Letter which he at the ſame Time wrote 
to General Clairfayt, he declared his Intention to 
march the next Morning with his Army for Paris.

ead Quarters at bm : His advanced 
Poſts were, on one Hand, beyond Oppenheim, 
and, on the other, at Worms. The Prince Royal 
(who commands the Reſerve) is at Ingelheim, be- 
tween which and the Head-Quarters a great Body 
of the Army is cantoned, with its Front towards 
Mayence. The Cavalry occupy chiefly the Villages 
between Oppenheim and Altzey, fronting towards

which Prince Hohenloe has left under the Com- 
mand of General Kalkreuther. The Bridge of 
Pontoons is removed from Bacarach to Bingen. 


Antwerp, April 8, 1793. 
INTELLIGENCE has been received here that 


General Dumourier has quitted his Army, and re- 


tired to Mons, where he now is. He was accom- 
panied by about 1000 Horſe, and from 1 to 2000 
Infantry. After his Departure the French Army is 
ſaid to have broken to Pieces; many went Home, 
and others threw themſelves into the neighbouring 
Garriſons of Liſle, Valenciennes, Condé, Mau- 
beurge, &c. The ſtrong and important Poſt of 
Maulde being left nearly open, a Detachment of 
the Prince de Cobourg's Army took Poſſeſſion of 
it Yeſterday, and formed the Blockade of Condé. 
The Armiſtice has been declared to be at an End.

25 March 31, 1793. | 
3 Corps under the Prince of Hohenloe 
1 paſſed the Rhine near Bingen the 2gth of 
March, and advanced to Arnſheim. The flying 
Corps under Coloncl Szekely purſued the Enemy, 
who were retreating from Kreutznach to Worms, 
as far as Alzey, without having been able to annoy 
them or overtake them. We went with the grand 
Army from Bingen, in the Direction of Arnſheim 
and Odernheim, to Alzheim. By this Movement we 
cut off a Part of Cuſtine's Army, who retreated to 
Worms in a Way that reſembled a Flight more than 
a Retreat. Many Priſoners were made by the Way. 

On the zoth we took the Garriſon of Alzheim 
Priſoners, conſiſting of a Captain and Sixty Horſe, 
of whom not one 3 

The French Garriſons of Genſheim, Eick, and 
Hamm, conſiſting of Two Battalions of Infantry 
and Four Cannon, -united their Forces with a View 
to occupy the Chauſſee leading to Worms. Wol- 
ffrath's Huſſars attacked them, took a Cannon and 
ſome Priſoners. The Enemy then retreated behind ma 
the Old Rhine near Eich; towards Evening they the 
ſhewed themſelves upon the Chauſſee near Rhine 
Turcheim. Lieutenant-General Prince of Wur: 
I temberg 
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temberg got before them with his Regiment of 
Cavalry, and Prince Louis, the King's Son, 
charged them with Three Squadrons of the Dra- 
goons of Anſpach and Bareuth with ſuch Vigour, 
that, aſſiſted by the Riding Artillery under Captain 
Meyler, he forced them to lay down their Arms, 
There were Three Cannon taken, with Six Colours, 
the Military Cheſt, and 1200 Priſoners, among 
whom were Forty Officers. 

The King appointed his Scn to the Rank of 

Colonel, and expreſſed his marked Approbation of 
the Prince of Wurtemberg, The Prince of Ho- 
henloe, Colonel Szekely, and General Kohler pur- 
ſued the Enemy's. Rear Guard, which was poſted 
near Homberg, attacked, rcuted it, and took a 
great Number of Priſoners. 
Towards Night, when we were in Quarters at 
Alzheim, the Enemy appeared towards Mayence ; 
They were the Garriſons of Oppenheim and Nier- 
ſtein, which had been cut off. The Prince of Ho- 
henloe went, to mect them with the Battalion of 
Martini and his own Regiment: They ſtood the 
Fire of the Artillery, but retreated when they found 
themſelves within Muſket Shot. | 

On the ziſt the Army united; one Part facing 
towards Worms, and the other towards Mayence. 
Our Poſts extend to Nierſtein on the Mayence Side, 
and to Oſthofen on the Worms Side. The Enemy 
has ſet Fire to his Magazines at Worms and Neu- 
hauſſen. At Bingen, Kreutznach, Alzey, and 
Nierſtein we have taken Four Magazines. In the 
Expedition we have made near 2000 Priſoners. 


We have loſt hardly 100 Killed and Wounded. 


April t, 1793. 
Colonel Szekely has juſt reported that he is 
marching towards Frankendal, to fave, if poſſible, 
the Magazine. The Enemy has evacuated Worms.

N the 1ſt Inſtant the French attacked the ad- 
vanced Poſts of the Left Wing of the Com- 
bined Army, but were repulſed in all their At- 
tempts. On the ſame Morning the French alſo 
attacked the advanced Poſts on the Centre, but 
were there likewiſe repulſed. They ſuffered in 
theſe ſeveral Engagements a conſiderable Loſs both 
of Men and Cannon,

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Extract of a Letter ſrom Colonel Sir James Murray, 
Bart. Adjutant-General to the Forces under the 
Command of Ilit Royal Highneſs the Duke of York, 
to Mr. Secretary Dundas, dated Tournay, May 10, 
1793. 

F conſequence of the Movements of the Enemy, 

which gave Reaſon to expect an Attack upon 
the Auſtrian and Pruſſian Poſts, His Royal Highneſs 
determined to march in the Morning of the 8th, to 
their Support. He arrived about Six o' Clock at the 

Camp of Maulde, with the Brigade of Guards, and 

a Battalion of the 1oth Regiment of Hanoverian 

Infantry, The Pruſſian General was by this Means 

enabled to reinforce himſelf at St. Amand, and the 

adjoining Wood, with the Troops which had occu- 
pied that important Poſition. 

The Attack commenced about Seven o*'Clock. 
It was directed againſt the Poſts occupied by Ge- 
neral Clairfait, which extend from the Scheldt to the 
Abbaye de Vicogne, and the Pruſſian Corps which 
defends the Wood in the Front of the high Road, 
leading from that Place to St. Amand. 

To theſe Points were directed the whole Efforts 
of the French Army, which had been previouſly rein- 
forced by all they could bring together from every*

Quarter. General Knobelſdorff having been under the 
Neceſlity of ſending a conſiderable Part of his Troops 
to ſupport the Auſtrians at the Abbaye de Vicogne, 
His Royal Highneſs, about Five o' Clock, left Two 
Battalions in the Camp at Maulde, and marched with 
the Coldſtream, the Flank Battalion, and that of the 
Third Regiment, to his Support. When the Bat- 
talion of the Coldſtream, which was upon the Left, 
arrived, the Enemy had nearly reached the Road; 
they already commanded it to a great Degree, by 
their Fire: the Guns attached to the Battalion 
were placed upon it, and, by a well- directed and 
well:ſupported Fire, kept the Battery which was 
oppoſed to them in Check, and did conſiderable 
Execution. | 
The Battalion advanced into the Wood, attacked 
and drove the Enemy before them ; in going forward 
they became unfortunately expoſed to the Fire of a 
Battery, from which they ſuffered ſeverely. They 
fell back to their Poſition at the Edge of the Wood, 
which they maintained for the Reſt of the Day, not- 
withſtanding a heavy Cannonade ; the Enemy made 
no Attempt to approach them. Nothing can exceed 
the Spirit and Bravery diſplayed by the Men and 
Officers of the Battalion upon this Occaſion ; nor is 
leſs Praiſe due to the Alacrity and Intrepidity with 
which the other Battalions advanced into Action. 
They took different Poſitions in the Wood, where 
they were at Times expoſed to a ſevere Cannonade, 
from which, however, they received little Injury, the 
Direction of the Fire being in general above them. 
There were ſeen this Morning between 40 and 50 of 
the French lying dead upon the Spot upon which 
the Fire of the Coldſtream and of its Guns had been 
directed. Major-General Lake commanded the Bat- 
talions which went into Action; and His Royal 
Highneſs declared that he was much indebted to 
him for his Exertions. |

The Importance of the Service rendered by Hiz 


Majeſty's Troops upon this Day has been acknow- 


ledged, in the ſtrongeſt and molt explicit Terms, by 
the Generals of the different Armies; and if by their 


timely Co-operation the Enemy were prevented from 


advanciag upon the high Road, it cannot be doubted 
that they contributed, in a very great Degree, to 


ſecure the Fortune of the Day. 


At the Abbaye de Vicogne and the Village of 


Raimes the Action continued with almoſt equal and 


unremitting Violence, till Eight o'Clock in the Even- 


ing; General Clairfait was every where {ſucceſsful in 


maintaining his Ground; the Enemy, however, 
though baffled and defeated in their Purpoſe, re- 
mained in the Woods, within a very {mall Dit- 
tance of his Poſts. During the Action they can- 


ronaded the Pruſſian Camp near St. Amand.

not exactly informed what Meaſures they took ia 


order to keep the Prince of Cobourg in check, but 


it appears that nothing of Moment paſled in that 


Harter. 
W pon the following Day, the gth, tkere was little 


firing, and it was not known what might be the 
Intention of the Enemy. His Royal Highneſs 
thought it therefore proper to let the Troops remain 
till the Evening at St. Amand and Maulde: Every 
Thing being quiet, and Intelligence having been re- 
ceived that the Troops oppoſed to General Knobelſ- 
dorff were retreating, they began their March for 
Tournay, but he was ſtopped at the Village of Maulde 
by a Meſſage from General Clairfait, informing him 
that the Enemy had erected Batteries all along his 
Front, as well as npon ſome Part of General Knobelſ- 
dorff's, which, if they were allowed to compleat and 
to poſſeſs, it would become extremely difficult for 
lim to maintain his Poſition. His Royal Highnels 
immediately ſtopped the March of the Troops, and 
went himſelf to St. Amand, where he was met by

This was done accordingly, and had the deſired 
Succeſs, The Enemy had withdrawn their Cannon 


in the Night, but they were entirely driven from 
the Batteries, ſeveral killed, and upwards of 100 


.Priſoners taken, with a very inconſiderable Loſs. 


Thus defeated upon every Occaſion, the Enemy ſeem 
to have entirely abandoned their Deſign : The Body 
which came from Liſle, has fallen back upon Orchics. 
There was Firing To-day at one of General Clair- 
fait's Poſts, but nothing which had the Appearance 
of a ſerious Attack. By the Account of Deſerters 


and Priſoners, they loſt 4000 Men upon the 8th. — 


General Dampiere is ſaid to have reccived a Wound, 
of which he 1s ſince dead. 
The Troops arrived this Evening in their former 
uarters.

APTAIN CravFurD, Aide-de-Camp to His 
Royal Highneſs the Duke of Vork, arrived 
here Yeſterday Evening, with a Diſpatch from Sir 
James Murray, Bart. Adjutant-General to the 
Forces under the Command of His Royal Highneſs, 
of which the following is a Copy : 


DIR, Famars, May 25, 1793. 

1 AM happy to have the Honor of informing you, 

that the Combined Forces, under the Command 

of the Prince of Saxe Cobourg and of His Royal 

Highneſs, have defeated the Enemy, and driven them 
from the ſtrong Camp of Famars. 

A Body of Sixteen Battalions, viz. the Brigade 
of Britiſh, 'T'wo Battalions of Hanoverian Guards, 
T'wo Battalions of Hanoverian Grenadiers, and Eight 
Battalions of Auſtrian Infantry, with Six Squa- 
drons of Britiſh Light Dragoons, Four of Hano- 
verian and Eight of Auſtrian Cavalry, with a great 
Proportion of heavy Artillery, aſſembled very early 
in the Morning of the 23d, under the Command of 
His Royal Highneſs. They were to arrive at — 

rea 
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break upon the Bank of the Ronelle, near the Vil- 
lage of Ortie, to eſtabliſh Bridges to paſs the River, 
and turn the Right of the Enemy. Another Co- 
lumn of nearly equal Force, under General Ferraris, 
was deſtined to attack the Works which had been 
thrown up upon the Right Bank of the Ronelle, 
and, after carrying them, to ſecond the Operations 
of His Royal Highneſs as Circumſtances might 
direct. A Column under the Command of Ge- 
neral Colloredo, was employed to obſerve Valen- 
ciennes; another, under General Otto, to cover 
Queſnoy. The Enemy attempted an Attack upon 
the latter, in which they were repulſed with the 
Loſs of Three Pieces of Cannon : Two were taken 
by a Detachment of Huſſars. A thick Fog oc- 
caſioned ſome Delay in the Advance of the Troops. 
Upon their Approach to the Ronelle ſeveral Bat- 
teries were opened from the oppolite Side, but from 
ſuch a Diſtance as to produce little Effect. 
They were anſwered and kept in Awe by the 
Auſtrian and Hanoverian heavy Artillery. After 
ſome Time ſpent in cannonading, Two Diviſions of 
Huſſars paſſed the River, without Oppoſition, at 
a Ford in the Village of Merſhe. His Royal 
Highneſs ordered the Brigade of Guards, ,"I'wo 
Battalions of Auſtrian Infantry, Six Squadrons 
of Britiſh, and Two of Hanoverian, Light Ca- 
valry, to purſue the fame Route, in order to take 
the Batteries in Flank, and ſecure a Paſſage for the 
Reſt of his Troops. This Movement had the 
deſired Snccels; the Enemy retreated from all their 
Poſts, falling back upon a Redoubt which they had 
thrown up upon the commanding Heights behind 
the village of Famars. 

General Ferraris, after cannonading ſome Time, 
attacked, upon his Side, and carried the Entrench- 
ments by Afjault. The Troops of the different 
Nations difplayed the, utmolt Firmyeſs and Intre- 
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pidity in this arduous Undertaking. * The Britiſh 
Troops, who had this Opportunity of diſtinguiſh- 
ing themſelves, were the Brigade of the Line, viz. 
the 14th and 53d Regiments, with the Battalion 
formed from their Light Infantry and Grenadier 
Companies, commanded by Major-General Aber- 
cromby *.. I encloſe a Return of their Loſs. 
Seven Pieces of Cannon, and near 200 Priſoners, 
were taken in the Redoubts. Some Squadrons of 
French Cavalry appearing at this Time, and threat- 
ening the Flank of the Infantry, though ſuperior 
in Number, they were attacked with the greateſt 
Valour by the Regiment of Hanoverian Garde de 
Corps. The Conteſt was of the ſevereſt Kind; 
the Squadrons mixed with one another, and the 
French were defeated, though not without con- 
fiderable Loſs to the Garde de Corps; the Regi- 
ment had, upon that and other Occaſions, Three 
Officers killed, One taken, and Four wounded, 
and 67 Killed and Wounded, Non-Commiſhoned 
Officers and Privates. The Reſt of the Hano- 
verian "Troops loſt about 35 Men killed and 
wounded. 

His Royal Highneſs advanced with a Part of 
the Troops to a hollow Way, within a ſmall Diſ- 
tance of the Works; but obſcrving, from the Diſ- 
poſition of the Enemy, that they could not be 
carried at that Time without conſiderable Los, 
from which no proportionable Benefit would ariſe, 
he thought it hetter to defer the Attack till next 
Morning at Day-break, approaching and turning 
then in the Night. 

The Enemy, apprehenſive of the Conſequences” 
of ſuch a Movement, abandoned the Works as ſoon 
as it was Dark, and withdcew into Valenciennes. 
This important Poſition is now occupicd by His

Royal 
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Highneſs, who has been joined by the Reſt of his 
Column. 

It appears that the French Generals, foreſeeing 
they could not defend the Paſſage of the Ronelle, 
and unwilling to riſk the Event of a decifive En- 

gement in ſo confined a Situation as that between 
the Ronelle and the Scheldt, made early Prepara- 
tion for Retreat. They paſſed the Scheldt, and 
were ſeen marching towards Denain. Captain 
Craufurd, Aide de-Camp to His Royal Highneſs, 
obſerving a Column of Baggage, which was pro- 
ceeding towards the River, took Two Squadrons 
of the 11th Regiment of Light Dragoons, though 
the Convoy was at that Time rather in the Rear of 
their own Works, and attacked and diſperſed the 
Troops who eſcorted it, killed and wounded be- 
tween 50 and 60, took 56 Priſoners, and 8 Wag- 
gons and 30 Horſes, The Enemy advanced in 
Force from the Camp, and attempted to cut off 
this Detachment ; they however effected their Re- 
treat with the Loſs of only Three Men killed and 
Three Horſes. The Enterprize and good Conduct 
of Captain Craufurd upon this Occaſion, as well as 
the Behaviour of the Men and Officers of the 11th 
Regiment of Light Dragoons, has been Highly 
approved of by His Royal Highneſs. 

General Clairfait, upon his Side, attacked and 
carried the Heights of Anzain, a Poſt of the ut- 
molt Conſequence, which, to a certain Degree, 
overlooks the Citadel of Valenciennes, and which 
eompleats the Inveſtment of the Place. 

In this Manner, with a Loſs of Men which muſt 
be deemed very inconſiderate when compared with 
the Importance of the Object which has been at- 
tained, have the Enemy been obliged to abandon a 
Poſition, upon which they had placed great Re- 
liance, which they had occupicd long, and fortified 
with Care, and to leave Valenciennes and Conde to 
their Fate. 
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In the Variety of Attacks which took place, I 
cannot at this Moment ſtate with Preciſion the Loſs 
upon either Side: That of the Combined Armies 
is very ſmall upon this Side of the Scheldt, not 
above 250 Men killed and wounded : That of Ge- 
neral Clairfait's Corps by Anzain was more con- 
ſiderable than any other, and equal, perhaps, to the 
Whole. That of the Enemy was unqueſtionably 
much greater. 

Captain Craufurd, who carries this Letter, will 
explain any further Particulars of which you may 
be defirous to be informed.

SIR, Head. Quariers, Tobago, April 18, 1793. 
P* my Letter of the 4th Inſtant, I had the Houor 
'A to acquaint you, that I then only waited for the 
Arrival of Vice- Admiral Sir John Laforey to carry 
Snto Execution the Contents of your Letter of the 
ioth of February laſt. 

Having previouſly ordered to be embarked the 
neceſſary Artillery, Stores, Proviſions, and Camp 
Equipage on board of ſome falt failing Schooners 
hired for the Purpoſe, I acquainted the Admiral, 
upon his Arrival at Barbadocs, on the 1oth Inſtant, 
at Noon, that we were ready to proceed. 

His Majeſty's Ships the Truſty, of Fifty Guns, 
and Nautilus, of Eighteen, being equally fo, the Em- 
barkation of the Detachment of Royal Artillery, 


and of Nine Companies of the 4th Buttalion of the 
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Goth Regiment, took place on the 11th Inſtaht. 
Theſe, with the Two Flank Companies of the gtt 
Regiment, under the Command of Major Baillie, 
which were brought from St. Kitt's by the Admiral's 
Ship, compoſed the Whole of the Force for the Ex- 
pedition, a Return of which I have the Honor here- 
with to incloſe to you. The Truity, Nautilus, and 
Hind Schooners being inſufficient for the Reception 
of the Troops, I accepted of the voluntary Offer cf 
Captain Spencer, of the Merchant Ship Hero, 
to convey a Part of the 4th Battalion of the Goth 
Regiment. 

The 12th of April we ſailed : The 14th Inſtant, 
at One o'Clock in the Afternoon, we arrived in 
Great Courland Bay. | | 

The neceſſary Orders having been given for the 
Diſembarkation and Diſpoſition of the Troops on 
landing, the Whole was on Shore by Three, to- 

ether with Twenty-five Marines from the Truſty, 
commanded by Major Bright, which the Admiral 
moſt readily granted upon my Application. 

We immediately advanced within Sight of the 
Euemy's Fort, whence I ſent a Summons to Monſieur 
Monteil, Lieutenant Colonel of the 22d Regiment, 
and Commandant of the Iſland, to ſurrender. He 
refuſed. 

The Situation of the Enemy's Work, which they 
had lately been ſtrengthening to the utmoſt of theis 
Power, was evidently much ſtronger than I had been 
taught to believe, and every Day increaſed this 
Strength. Our Numbers were unequal to the Opera- 
tions of a Siege. Sceing there was no Time to be 
loſt, I determined to aſſault the Poſt that Night. 

The Troops lay upon their Arms at the Place 
where we had halted until One o'Clock, at which 
Time we formed, and marched at Half-paſt One, 
leaving the Artillery under the Care of Lieutenant 
Hope and the Detachmeut. We had more than 
.T'wo Miles to proceed. 3 

The 
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The Men were poſitively forbidden to fire, but to 
truſt entirely to the Bayonet ; the Smallneſs of our 
Number not juſtifying a Diverſion to favour the 

eneral Attack, which was determined to be on the 
North-Weſt Side, where I had Reaſon to believe 
the Work was moſt imperfect. 

We reached the Town of Scarborough undiſco- 
vered, but here we were fired upon from a Houſe 
by ſome of the French Inhabitants, which gave the 

Garriſon the Alarm; however no return of Fire 
or Delay was made. 

In conſequence of a Negro, who ſerved as a Guide 

to the Grenadiers, running away, a Part of the Co- 
luma ſeparated in mounting the Hill; this occaſioned 
a Delay and Separation that could not be rectified 
during the Night, which was extremely dark. Se- 
parated however as they were, the Troops approach- 
ed the Fort; the Light Infantry and a Part of the 
Grenadiers on that Side where the Fort was moſt 
defenceleſs, and where the Whole were to have made 
their Effort. 
The other Part of the Troops having taken the 
Road which led directly to the Barrier, and the 
Enemy's Fire commencing on the Flank Companies, 
the former advanced to attack the Barrier under a 
heavy Fire of Round and Grape Shot and Muſketry, 
which drew the Attention of the Enemy to this Part 
of the Work; and the Flank Companies at that 
Moment puſhing forward, very gallantly entered the 
Work, upon which the Enemy ſurrendered, and the 
Humanity of the Britiſh Troops accepted of them as 
Priſoners of War. 

Great Praiſe is due to the Officers and Men for 
their Behaviour, and particularly to Major Baillie 
and Major Gordon, the latter of whom left the 
Command of his Battalion, and ſolicited to lead the 
Two Light Companies. 

I cannot ſufficiently expreſs the Obligations I am 
under to Vice-Admiral Sir John Laforey for his 


ready 
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ready and zealous Exertions and Aſſiſtance to us in 
every Step of the Buſineſs, I am alſo greatly in- 
debted to Lieutenant-Colonel Myers, of the 15th 
Regiment, and to Lieutenant-Colonel Lloyd, of the 
Royal Artillery. 1 had ſent for the former from 
Dominica, as being an Officer af known Abilities, 
and had choſen him as a proper Perſon to be at the 
Head of the Quarter-Maſter-General's Department 
in this Country, to which I have appointed him 
Deputy, until His Majeſty's Pleaſure be known. 

Incloſed I have the Honor to ſend you a Return 
of the Killed and Wounded, and of the Priſoners 
taken in the Fort, alſo of the Enemy's Artillery and 
Stores. 

This Diſpatch will be delivered to you by Cap- 
tain Maitland, of the Goth Regiment, Acting De- 

uty-Adjutant-General, who has been with me theie 

Five Years, and is well qualified to give you much 
Information relative to this Country.

NTELLIGENCE has been received here, that,

Camp. In the Courſe of the Action the Spaniards 
ſpiked Six Cannon, drove the French from their 
Advanced Work and Entrenchments, and, after 
having deſtroyed the Encampment of Biriatu, killed 
ſeveral of the Enemy, and taken a conſiderable 
Number of Cattle, retired to Vera, having only 
Six Men wounded. 

Accounts are alſo received from General Don 
Antonio Ricardos, Commander in Chief of the 
Army of Catalonia, that, on the 21ſt Inftant, a 
Body of Troops, amounting to leſs than 3000 
Men, attacked the Town of Ceret, defended by 
more than 3ooo French, and though the Spaniards 
were without any Cannon, they forced the Town 
after an Engagement of Three Hours, put the 
Enemy to Flight, and took their Cannon.

HAVE the Honor to inform you, that at Day- 

light Yeſterday Morning, I was fo fortunate as 
to fall in with the National French Frigate, La 
Cleopatra, mounting Forty Guns, and manned with 
320 Men, commanded by Monſieur Jean Mullon, 
Three Days from St. Maloes, and had taken 
nothing. | 
We brought her to cloſe Action at Half-paſt 
Six, and in Fifty-five Minutes took Poſſeſſion of 
her; the Two Ships having fallen on board each 
other, we boarded her from the Quarter-Deck, 
and ftruck her Colours; and, finding it impoſſible 
to clear the Ships, then hanging Head and Stern, 
we came to Anchor, which divided us, after we 
had received on board 150 Priſoners. The Enemy 
fought us like brave Men, neither Ship firing a 
Bhot until we had hailed. Her Captain was killed, 
Three Lieutenants wounded ; the Number of Men 
not yet aſcertained, but from the beſt Accounts,

I. The King and Spaniſh Nation, being conſtant 
in their Characteriſtic of Humanity, even towards 
their Enemies, as has been always experienced, I 
agree, in the Name of His Catholic Majeſty, that 
the Commandant of Marine, with his Soldiers and 
Sailors, ſhall march out, with Military Honors, 
from the Fortreſs of the Iſland of St. Peter, which 
they occupy, leaving all their Arms in the Place, 
and embarking as Prifoners of War on hoard the 
King's Ships, without apy Officer, Soldier, Sailor, 
or Dependent of the French Nation, being deprived 
of any of their Property, in the Poſſeſſion of which 
they are to remain undiſturbed. 

II. The ſame ſhall be obſerved towards the Com- 
mandant and French Land Forces which garriſon 
the Caſtle, and all its Dependencies. 

III. That all the Veſſels, Artillery, Implements, 
Warlike Stores and Previſions, and all other public 
French Property, ſhall be at His Catholic Majeſty's 
Diſpoſal. 

IV. That all the Priſoners of War ſhall be well 
treated on board the King's Ships, as every Indi- 
vidual of this Deſcription in the Power of the 
Spauiards has always been.

1 AM happy to have the Honor of informing you, 
that laſt Night, not only the Attacks of the 
Covered Way of the Horn-Work, and of the ad- 
ranced Fleche by St. Sauve, were attended with 
Succeſs, but that Poſſeſſion has been obtained of the 
Horn-Work itſelf, in which the Troops are now 
completely eſtabliſhed. 

Three Attacks were formed; One upon the 
valiant Angle of the Ravelin of the Horn-Work, 
One upon the Saliant Angle of the Half Baſtion 
upon the Right, and One upon the Fleche. Nine

Hundred Men were deſtined for each Attack. In 
each of the Two firſt, an Advanced Guard was 
formed of 150 Men, followed by zoo, with the 
neceſſary Workmen and Miners, ſupported by the 
Reſt of the Column. The Troops employed on the 
Attack upon the Right were divided into Three 
Parts, One of which turned the Fleche to the Right, 
another to the Left, and the Third advanced in 
in Front. The Column deſtined for the Attack of 
the Saliant Angle of the Ravelin was compoſed of 
Britiſh, Hanoverian, and Heſſian Troops, the other 
Two of Auſtrians. Oue Hundred and Fifty Men 
of the Brigade of Guards, under the Command of 
Colonel Leigh, formed the Advanced Party. They 
were followed by 150 Men of the Brigade of the 
Line, with an equal Number of Hanoverians, com- 
manded by Lieutenant-Colonel Doyle; 150 Hano- 
verians and 300 Heſſians compoſed the Reſt of the 
Column. Colonel Langerke, of the Heſſians, and 
Lieutenant-Colonel Offuey, of the Hanoverians, 
commanded theſe Troops. A Detachment of the 
Company of Artificers, under Captain Sutherland, 
accompanied this Column, and performed the Duty 
allotted to them with great Activity and Reſolution. 
This Attack was commanded by Major-General 
Abercromby. The Auſtrian Lieutenant- General 
Erbach commanded the Whole. 

The Springing of the Globes of Compreſſion was 
the Signal for the Attack. OF theſe they were 
Three; One towards the Saliant Angle of the 
Ravelin; One towards that of the Half Baſtion 
upon the Right, and One betwixt theſe Two. They 
were ſprung at ſhort Intervals from one another, 
the firſt at Nine o'Clock. The Two Columns upon 
the Left advanced with the utmoſt Alactity, ruſhing 
out from the Sap, which had been carried the pre- 
ceding Nights to within a very ſmall Diſtance of the 
Creſt of the Glacis. The Enemy were almoſt in- 
{tantaneouſly driven from the Covered Way. They 
; abandoned 
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abandoned the Horn-Work, and, as it afterwards ap- 
peared, all the Out-Works of the Place. The Miners 
deſcended into the Ditch, and got Poſſeſſion of thoſe 
of the Enemy's Mines, which had eſcaped the Effects 
of the Globes de Compreſſion. Theſe were found 
loaded, and ſeveral of the Miners were taken. One 
Fougaſs was ſprung, but happily witliout occaſioning 
any Loſs. The Horn-Work was entered by the 
Gorge. The Probability of this had been foreſeen, 
but it was reckoned uſcleſs to attempt a Lodgment, 
for Want of proper Communication, and indeed 
nearly impoſſible to effect it. The original Orders 
given for tliſs Caſe were, therefore, to ſpike the 
Guns and retire. A Paſſage being however diſco- 
vered, which went under Ground from the Ditch 
ito the Work, and no Enemy appearing m the 
Counter. Garde, which immediately overlooks it, to 
interrupt the Workmen, it was determined by His 
Royal Highnels to take the — of the Mo- 
ment. The Lodgment was made before Daylight, 
and the Troops are now, I apprehend, in perfect 
Security. This is of the greater Conſequence, as 
the Horn-Work is found to be ftrongly mined, and 
it muſt, therefore, in the common Live of Opera- 
tions, have required a conſiderable Time, and oc- 
caſioned Loſs of Men in courſe, to have gained Poſ- 
ſeſlion of it. Meafures are taking, with all poſſible 
Expedition, to profit of this Succeſs, by erecting a 
Battery, for the Purpoſe of battering in Breach the 
Counter-Garde, which is between the Horn-Work 
and the Body of the Place. | 
His Royal Highneſs has expreſſed himſelf to be 
highly pleaſed with the Gallantry and good Con- 
duct of Major-General Abercromby, Colonel Leigh 
and Lieutenant-Colonel Doyle, as well as with that 
which was ſhewn by Colonel Langerke and Lieu- 
tenant.Colonel Offney. The Conduct of the other 
Officers, and that of the Troops in general, as well 
in regard to their Diſcipline aud the Order 3

they preſerved, as to the Gallantry of their Be- 
haviour, merits every Commendation. Lieutenant- 
Colonel Count Dietrickſtein, Captains Count Orlan- 
dini and Thiangie, of the Auſtrian Corps of En- 
gineers, were attached to the Left Column, and their 
Conduct is ſpoken of by Major-Geyeral Abercromby 
in Terms of the ſtrongeſt Approbation. 

The Attack of the Fleche upon the Right was 
carried on with equal Vigour and Succeſs. Several 
of the Enemy were killed, and Twelve taken in the 
Work. Small Parties made their Way into the 
Main Ditch. 

The Croatz, upon the Side of Mont Anzin and 
St. Sauve, carried ſeveral detached Works, killed 
about Fifty of the Enemy, and took Thirty Pri- 
ſoners. | 

Major De Dricberg, Commandant of the Second 
Battalion of Hanoverian Grenadiers, advanced with 
. a Detachment from Briquet to the Creſt of the 
Glacis upon that Side, where he remained till Day- 
break, kept up a Fire upon the Works, and made a 
uſeful Diverſion. : 

The total Loſs of the Combined Troops upon 
this important Occaſion does not exceed 150 Men 
and Officers killed and wounded. I encloſe the Re- 
turn of the Britiſh. The Hanoverians had One Man 
killed and Six wounded ; the Heſſians none. His 
Royal Highneſs regrets the Loſs of a brave Officer 
in Enſign Tollemache, who was killed by a Shell in 
the Third Parallel. : 

I encloſe the Copies of the Summons ſent by His 
Royal Highneſs this Morning to the Town, with 
the Letters which have afterwards paſſed. Theſe 
give a reaſonable Ground for Hope, that the Siege

Though Colonel Moncrieff was not charged with 
the Direction of the Siege, the greateſt Advantages 
have been derived from his — Knowledge, 
Activity, and Zeal, particularly in taking and keep- 
ing Poſſeſſion of the Horn-Work. 

I encloſe a Return of the Loſs of the Britiſh and 
Hanoverian Troops during the Whole of the Siege, 
by which it appears that the Number of the Kil 
and Wounded of the former, as it ſtands at this 
Moment, amounts to Ninety, including all Ranks. 
Suppoling the latter to have had flight Wounds in 
the ſame Proportion, the Loſs at preſent will be 
about 150. 

The moſt dangerous, as well as the moſt laborious

They . had about 1300 Officers and 
Men killed and wounded, from which, however, the 
ſame Deduction may be made.

UPON the Receipt of your Letter I aſſembled 
the Council of War; and as ſoon as we became ac- 
quainted with the Articles it contains, it appeared 
very evident to us that the Promiſe you had made 
to us Yeſterday was withdrawn; for in the Articles 
vou now propoſe no Mention is made of an honor- 
able Capitulation. 

In conſequence I perſiſt, as well as the other 
Members of the General Council of War, in my 
Demand of the Firſt Article being entirely pre- 
ſerved. We moreover demand that Citizens Cochon 
and Brie, Repreſentatives of the People, be allowed 
to accompany the Garriſon. We perſiſt in the Se- 
cond Article in our Demand, that a Field-Piece, 
either a Four or an Eight-Pounder, with its Car- 
riage, be allowed to cach Battalion. We perſiſt, 
alſo, in the Third Article, as far as the Allowance 
of Three Days to the Garriſon to leave the Place. 

And, laſtly, in the Sixth Article, reducing, how- 
ever, our Demand to Six Waggons inſtead of 
Twelve ; and that nothing ſhall be changed in the 
Articles VIII.

Bruce, Commander in Chief 45 His Majeſty's Forces 
in the Weſt Indies, to the Right Honorable Henry 
Dundas, One of His Majeſty's Principal Secretaries 
of State, dated at Sea, off Martinico, Fune 23, 
1793. Received Auguſt 12, 1793. | 

SIR, 


P my Letter of the 25th of May I had the 
Honor to acquaint you, that I waited for the 
Report that Colonel Myers ſhould bring from Mar- 
tinico before I came to a final Determination re- 
ſpecting the Expedition againſt that Iſland. He 
returned the 31ſt Ultimo, and the Information he 
brought was, that the Planters had expreſſed great 
Confidence if we would come down immediately, 
though only with a very ſmall Force; and, on the 
6th of this Month, a Deputation arrived here from 
the Committee intermediaire, with a very earneſt 
Requeſt for Aſſiſtance, ſtating, that they were 
then in Poſſeſſion of ſome very important Poſts, 
and that our Appearance with a Force, even not 
exceeding 800 Men, would encourage a great 
Number of the. Royaliſts to declare themſelves, * 
only 
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enly waited the Arrival of the Engliſh for this 
Purpoſe. 

Theſe Repreſentations induced me to undertake 
the Expedition; and the Admiral, who has uni- 
formly complied with every Requeſt that I have 
made him for forwarding the Service in which we 
are engaged, had previouſly conſented to receive on 
board the Fleet ſuch Part of the Troops as he 
could conveniently carry, and by this Means ſave a 

at Expence in Tranſports. 

They embarked accordingly on the 1oth, and 
arrived off Caze Navire on * 11th. The Officer 
who commanded the Royaliſts immediately propoſed 
an Attack upon the Town of St. Pierre, which he 
ſaid we could eaſily make ourſelves Mafters of, and 
that the Influence of the Merchants there was ſuch 
as would procure the Submiſſion of the Reſt of the 
Tfland, Fort Bourbon alone excepted, and that 
there was even a Probability that this Place would 
very ſoon ſurrender for Want of Proviſions. 

The French Engineers were all confident in the 
Succeſs of this Plan: Willing, therefore, to ſhew 
how ready I was in the Support of their Cauſe, I 
ordered the 2 1ſt Regiment to land on the 14th at 
Caze Navire, and there take Poſt, which enabled 
the Officer who commanded the Royaliſts to collect 


all his Force in the Neighbourhood of St. Pierre; 


he accordingly moved, and I landed the Reſt of our 
Forces on the 16th, and joined him at a very ftrong 
Poſt within about Five Miles of St. Pierre. 

The Britiſh Troops conſiſted of the Grenadiers, 
Light Infantry, and Marines from the Fleet, with 
the Carolina Black Corps, amounting in all to about 
Irco Men: The Corps of Royaliſts was ſaid to be 


about 800. This Force was e to be per- 


fectly adequate to the Service propoſed. We were 
retarded in our Operations by the Difficulty of 
bringing up the Six-Pounders to their Stations, 


where they did not arrive till the 17th in the After- 
noon, 
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noon, when the Enemy made an Attack upon One 
of them, but were very ſoon driven back by the 
Picquets of the Light Infantry; but, I am ſorry 
to E with the Toſs of Captain Dunlop, and 
Three Men of the Royal Americans. | 

The - Plan we had concerted was the Attack of 
Two Batteries which defended St. Pierre, the tak- 
ing of which would immediately put us in Poſſeſſion 
of that Town. 

The Morning of the 18th was the Time fixed, 
and we were to move forward in Two Columns, the 
one conſiſtiig of the Britiſh Troops, the other of 
the Royaliſts; for this Purpoſe the Troops were 
put in Motion before Day-break ; but, unfortu- 
nately, ſome Alarm having taken place amongſt the 
Royaliſts they began, in a Mittake, firing on one 
another; and their Commander being ſeverely 
wounded on the Occaſion, his Troops were imme— 
diately diſconcerted, would not ſubmit to the Con- 
troul of any of the other Officers, and iaſtantl 
retired to the Poſt from which they had marched. 

This Conduct ſtrongly proved that no Depend- 
ance could be placed on them, and the Attack 
againſt St. Pierre mult ſolely have been carried on 
by the Britiſh Troops, to which their Numbers 
were not equal ; and, as they luckily were not yet 
engaged with the Enemy, they were ordered im- 
mediately to return to their former Poſt, from 
whence they embarked on the 19th ; and the 21ſt 
Regiment likewiſe embarked from their Poſt on the 
2ſt, the Navy, as uſual, giving the molt ready 
Aſſiſtance. 

As the Royaliſts would certainly fall Sacrifices to 
the implacable Malignity of the Republican Party 
as ſoon as we quitted the Iſland, it became in a 
Manner incumbent on us, in Support of the Na- 
tonal Character, to uſe our utmoſt Exertions to 
bring theſe unhappy People from the Shore ; and 
although the Neceſlity of impreſſing ſuch Veſſels as

We therefore were employed in embarking theſe 
People from the 19th to the 21ft.

It was computed that 
between 6 and 7oco Men marched out of the 
Place, the Reſt being Sick or Wounded, Part of 
which remained in the Hoſpitals, and Part followed 
in Waggons. The Garriſon was eſcorted to the 
hirſt Advanced Poſts of the Enemy. Accounts 
have been fince received of their having retired to 
different Parts of the Country. 

J had the Opportunity of mentioning to you, in 
former Letter, that the Conduct of the Troops 
under the more immediate Command of His Royal 
Highneſs had been ſuch as to merit the higheſt 

ommendation; and it would be unjuſt not to 
obſerve that equal Praiſe is due to thoſe of His 


Imperial Majeſty. 
H 2 Theſe 
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Theſe were commanded by General Count de 
Ferraris, an Officer of diſtinguiſhed Abilities, of 
which he furniſhed ample Proofs upon this Oc- 


caſion. 
The Siege was conducted with great Skill and 


Science by Colonel Fromm, Chief Engineer. The 
Artillery was under the ommand of General Un- 
terberger, and appears to have been perfectly well 
directed by its Effet upon the Enemy's Works, 
and the Number of Guns which were found di. 
mounted upon the Ramparts:

SIR, Bourlon, near Cambrai, Auguſt 9, 1793. 

I HAVE the Honor to inform you that the 
Enemy have been driven from the Camp which they 
occupied behind the Scheldt, and obliged to fall 
back with Precipitation upon Arras, the only Re- 
treat which was left them. The Front of this 
Camp, which has been commonly called the Camp d: 
Ceſar, was covered by the Scheldt, its Left by the 
Cenſe, both of them ſtrengthened by Inundations, 
and protected by Works, and its Right by the 
Fortreſs of Cambrai; behind this lie the Wood and 
Heights of Bourlon, which were likewiſe fortified 
with the utmoſt Care. The Britiſh Troops, Seven 
Battalions and Six Squadrons of Hanoverians, Two 
Battalions and Five Squadrons of Heſſians, and 
Four Battalions and Ten Squadrons of Auſtrians, 
marched from their reſpective Camps the Morning 
of the 6th, and joined the ſame Evening in a Camp 
near St. Aubert, under the Command of His Royal 
Highneſs. This Body marched the following 
Morning in One Column, by the Villages of St. 
Hilaire, Bouſſiere, and Wambaix, and forming al- 
terwards into Two, croſſed the Scheldt at Creve- 
leur and Manieres. During the March a Body of 
Cavalry appeared upon the Right Flank towards 
Cambrai, but they were driven back in great Con- 
fuſion by the Appearance of ſome Cavalry deſtined 
to attack them, and a few Shot from the Auſtrian 
Light Artillery. 3 
The Troops had been Eleven Hours upon their 
March when they reached Manieres, and the Heat 
was extreme; it was conſequently impoſſible to pro- 
ceed any further, and à Camp was taken upon the 
adjoining Heights.

In the Evening, juſt after the 15th Light Pra; 
ns Had been watering their Horſes, Lieutenant - 
olonel Churchill obſerved a Squadron of French 
Cavalry at a ſmall Diſtance ; he immediately took 
One Squadron, which happened to be in Readineſs, 
leaving Orders for the other to follow, and charged 
them with ſo much Vigour and Succeſs, that, be- 
ſides killing ſeveral, he took 2 Officers, 44 Privates, 
and 60 Horſes. Sir Robert Lawrie advanced. with 
the 16th Regiment to the Support of the 15th. 

Upon the fame Day a Column of the Auſtrians 
under the Command of General Clairfayt, advanced 
upon Youy and Thun L*Eveque, pofteffing them- 
ſelves, with httle Oppoſition, of all the Potts 
the Right of the Scheldt A Third Column, under 
General Colloredo, marched upon Navres, to be in 
Readineſs to co- operate with either of the former, 
as Circumſtances might direct. 

His Royal Highneſs put his Corps again in Mo- 
tion upon the Morning of the 8th, having divided i 
into Three Columns, directed upon the Villages of 
Graincourt, Anneux, and Cantain, with the Inten- 
tion of attacking the Enemy upon rhe Heights of 
Bourlon z but it was diſcovered that they had gone 
off in the Night: And as there was Reaſon to 
believe that the Army behind the Scheldt had done 
the ſame, His Royal Highneſs took the Whole of 
the Cavalry (Two Squadrons of the Greys, and 
the Auſtrian Regiment de la Tour, excepted) and 
went in Purſuit. He fell in with the Rear Guard 
at the Village of 4 where Two Pieces of 
Cannon, the Artillery Men belonging to them, and 
ſeveral other Prifoners, were taken by the 11th 
Light Dragoons and the Huſſars of Barco. The 
Enemy in their Retreat ſet Fire to the Village, 
which occaſioned a conſiderable Delay, there being 
no other Paſſage than the Bridge acroſs the Rivu- 
let upon which it ſtands. This Obftacle was at laſt 

H 4 overcome, 
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overcome, and the Enemy were followed to the 
next Defile by the Village of Villers. A large 
Body of Cavalry, appearing to be betwixt 3 and 
4000 Men, with ſome Battalions of Infantry, and 
Eight Pieces of Cannon, were ſeen upon the oppo- 
fite Heights. They continued their Retreat; and 
as no Advantage ſeemed likely to accrue from 
further Purſuit, the Troops, after halting there 
ſome Time, returned to the Camp, which had been 
propoſed to be taken near Bourlon, Several Wag- 
gons were taken upon this and the former Day. 

General Clairfayt croſſed the Scheldt at Day- 
break, when he found the Enemy's Camp entirely 
abandoned. . 

Lieutenant- General Avinſky, who commanded a 
ſmaller Column upon the Right, fell in with a Poſt 
near Hordaing, killed ſeveral of them, and took 
30 Priſoners. 

The Loſs of the Combined Army has been very 
inconſiderable. I encloſe that of the Light Dra- 
goons, the only 'Troops under the immediate Com- 
_ of His Royal Highneſs, who have ſuffered 
at all.

SIR, Menin, Auguſt 19, 1793. 
1 the Honor to inform you, that the

The 
5 Prince of Orange made an Attack the 
ſame Day upon the French Poſts of Mauvaix, 
Blaton, and Lincelles. This was in ſome Degree 
advantageous to the Operations of His Royal 
Highneſs, as it ſerved to cover his March, and to 
keep the Enemy in a State of Uncertainty in 
regard to his Deſigns. | 
The former of theſe Attacks miſcarried ; in the 
latter His Serene Highneſs ſucceeded without much 


Loſs. About One o'Clock in the Afternoon, the

Force, The Prince of Orange, who had made 


large Detachments from his for theſe different 
Enterprizes, requeſted of His Royal Highneſs to 
ſend Three Battalions to the Support of his 
Troops. The Three neareſt Battalions, which 
happened to be thoſe of the 1ſt, Coldſtream, and 
zd Regiments of Guards, were accordingly ordered 


to march, under the Command of Major-General 


Lake, for that Purpoſe. Upon their Arrival at 
Lincelles they found the Poſt in the Poſſeſſton of 
the Enemy. The Dutch Troops having been 
forced to abandon it, had retreated by a Road dif- 
ferent from that by which the Britiſh had advanced. 
To have fallen back in this Situation muſt have 
preſented the Enemy, evidently ſuperior in Num- 
bers, an Opportunity of entirely defeating the De- 
tachment. General Lake embraced a Reſolution 
worthier of the Troops which he commanded, and 
which has been attended with Glory and Succeſs. 
He determined upon an immediate Attack. 

The Enemy occupied a Redoubt of uncommon 
Sire and Strength upon a Height adjoining to the 
high Road, in Front of the Village of Lincelles. 
The Road itſelf was defended by other Works 
ſtrongly paliſadoed; Woods and Ditches covered 
their Flanks. The Battalions were inſtantly form- 
ed, and advanced under a very heavy Fire with an 
Order and Intrepidity for which no Praiſe can be 
too high. After firing Three or Four Rounds 
they ruſhed on with their Bayonets, ſtormed the 
Redoubt, and drove the Enemy through the Vil 
lage. At the End of the Village the latter rallied, 
under the Protection of other Troops, and kept up 
for ſome Time a ſevere Fire: But they were again 
defeated, and ſo entirely put to the Rout, that they 
have not ſince appeared in that Quarter. They 
loſt Eleven Pieces of Cannon, Two of which had 


been before taken from the Dutch. There are 
about 
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about 50 Priſoners: The Number of Killed and 
Wounded cannot be aſcertained with any Precifion 
it is calculated at between 2 and 300 Men. By the 
concurring Teſtimony of theſe Priſoners the Enemy 
had Twelve Battalions upon the Poſt, and muſt 


have been upwards of 5000 Men. 
I am ſorry to add that ſuch Difficulties could not 


be overcome without conſiderable Loſs. The Fall 


of 'Two gallant Officers, and the brave Men who 
have ſuffered upon this Occaſion, muſt be Matter 
of Regret. It can only be imputed to the Ability 
of Major General Lake, and the extraordinary 
Valour of the Officers and Men, that the Loſs has 
not been ſtill greater. The Conduct of Colonel 
Grinfield, Colonel Hulſe, and Colonel Penning- 
ton, have reflected Honor upon themſelves, and 
merited His Royal Highneſs's warmeſt Approba- 
tion. Equal Praife is due to Major Wright, and 
the Officers and Men of the Royal Artillery at- 
tached to the Battalions. 

As ſoon as the Retreat of the Dutch Troops 
was known, ſeveral Battalions were ordered from 
Camp to ſupport the Guards. They arrived after 
the Action was at an End, but remained to 
ſtrengthen the Poſt (which the Dutch had by this 
Time re-occupied) during the Night. They re- 
turned to Camp this Morning. The French made 
an Attack this Day upon the Dutch Poſt at Rou- 
baix, in which they have been repulſed with con- 
fiderable Loſs. 

The Works of Lincelles have been deſtroyed, 
and the Poſt left unoccupied.

The Advanced Poſts of the Enemy were 
driven back, with the Loſs of Two or Three Men 
wounded ; and Night coming on, the Enemy halted 
within a ſhort Diſtance of the Village of Ghivelde.

The Enemy have made an Opening in the Dyke 
of the Canal between Dunkirk and Bergues, by 
which Means they can inundate a great Part of the 
Country from the Sea, The Inundation made con- 
ſiderable Progreſs Yeſterday, but it made little in 
the Night. 

I am happy to inform you that Field-Marſhal 
Freytag has taken Two of the Enemy's Poſts, with 
Four Pieces of Cannon and 60 Priſoners, with very 
little Loſs, | 

It is not in my Power to give a more detailed Ac- 
count of the Succeſſes of this Army. The Field-

Lieutenant. General Dalton was killed with a 
Cannon Shot towards the Concluſion of the Attack. 
The Loſs of this excellent Officer muſt be ſeverely 
felt. The Courage and Ability, which he has 
diſplayed in the Courſe of many Campaigns, raiſed 
him to the higheſt Rank of Eſtimation in the Army 
in which he ſerved. 

His Royal Highneſs has likewiſe to lament that 
of Colonel Eld, of the Coldſtream Regiment, and 
of other valuable Men. The Troops behaved with 
their uſual Courage. The Two Britiſh Battalions 
which were engaged were commanded by Colonel 
Leigh and Major Mathews, and the Grenadier 
Battalion of the Heflians by Lieutenant-Colone- 
Wurmb.

Upon the Evening of the 6th the Enemy made 
a Sally from Dunkirk. Their Attack was chiefly 
directed againſt the Right, where they kept up a 
heavy Fire for forme Time; but the 14th Regiment 
of Infantry, commanded by * Roſs, ( Lieute- 
nant-Colonel Doyle being ill,) and the Auſtrian 
Regiments of Starray and Jordis, being ordered up 
to ſupport that Part of the Poſition, they were 
iriven back into the Town. The Behaviour of the 
Troops is worthy of every Commendation. 
I am ſorry to add that the Loſs has been con- 
fiderable, though that of the Enemy was much 

reater. I encloſe a Return of that which the 
Britith* Troops have ſuſtained ; that of the Auſtriaus 
is about 150 Men; the Heſfians were very little 
engaged. 

It is with infinite Regret I muſt add, that Co- 
lonel Moncrieft has received a Wound of the mot 
dangerous Kind.

Marſhal Freytag, upon the 8th inſtant. The latter 
was polted, as I have had the Honor of informing 
you, at Hondſchoote, the Right upon the Canal, 

the Left extending towards Leyrel. | 
The Enemy had made an Attack the preceding 
Evening, in which they had been repulſed ; but 
upon that Day attacking upon every Point, not- 
withſtanding the greateſt Exertions of Bravery - 
| the 
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the Troops, and of Ability in General Walmodeng 
who then commanded them, they ſucceeded in 
forcing the Centre of his Line. He retired hehind 
the ſmall Canal which runs from Bulſam to Steen- 
kirk. 

The Loſs has been very fevere. His Royal High- 
neſs has not as yet received any Return, nor have 
any further Particulars been tranſmitted. Many 
gallant Officers have fallen. The whole Loſs in 
the different Actions is ſuppoſed to be near 1500 
in Killed, Wounded, and Miſſing; that of the 
Enemy has been unqueſtionably greater. Three 
Pieces of Cannon, and between 2 and 3oœ0 Priſoners 
have been taken. I underſtand that the Hano- 
verians have loſt the ſame Number of Cannon. 

Upon the 5th His Royal Highneſs ſent Two 
Battalions of Heſſians to General Walmoden's Sup- 
port; but finding that Aid to be ineffectual, he was 
reduced to the Neceſſity of collecting his whole 
Force, by abandoning the Poſition he had taken 
near Dunkirk. Thirty-two of the heavy Guns, 
and Part of the Stores provided for the Siege, were 
left behind, there being no Means of carrying them 
off. The Army L e laſt Night, and encamped 
this Morning near Adinkerque. 

It appears that the Enemy had collected Force for 
this Enterpriſe from every Quarter of the Country, 
from the Armies of the Rhine and the Moſelle, and 
particularly that which had occupied the Camp de 
Ceſar. They were commanded by General Hou- 
chard, who is ſaid by the Priſoners, (though with 
what Degree of 'Truth cannot be aſcertained,) to 
have been mortally wounded at Rexpoede. 

In the Retreat upon the Night of the 6th, His 
Royal Highneſs Prince Adolphus and the Field- 
Marſhal were, for a ſhort Time, in the Poſſeſſion of 
the Enemy. A Patrole of Cavalry, which ought 
to have been in their Front, having taken another 


Road, they went into the Village of Rexpoede, 
through 


( 124 ) 
through which one of the Columns was to pafs, 
but which was then occupied by the Enemy. His 
Royal Highneſs was ſlightly wounded with a Sword 
upon the Head and Arm; but I have the Satiſ- 
faction to ſay, that no bad Conſequences are to be 
apprehended. The Field-Marſhal was wounded in 
the Head, and, I am happy to add, only in the 
fame Degree. He has, however, been unable, ſince 
that Time, to take the Command of the Army. 
Captain Ouſlar, one of His Royal Highneſs's Aides- 
de-Camp, was killed, and another, Captain Wangen- 
heim, very ſeverely wounded. 

From this Situation His Royal Highneſs and 

the Field-Marſhal were relieved by the Intrepidity 
and Preſence of Mind of General Walmoden, who, 
upon diſcovering the Enemy were in Poſſeſſion of 
Rexpoede, had immediately collected a Body of 
Troops, attacked it. without Heſitation, and de- 
feated them with great Slaughter. 

I muft repeat that nothing could exceed the 
Steadineſs and good Behaviour of the Troops in 
theſe repeated age. Lieutenant-General 
Sir William Erſkine commanded the Rear-Guard, 
and much is due to his Conduct and Military Skill. 
The Enemy made a Sortie on the Night, and 
another on the Evening of the 8th; in both of 
which they were repulſed without much Loſs on 
our Side. |

Y Advices from Vice-Admiral Lord Hood, 
Commander in Chief of His Majeſty's Ships 

and Veſſels employed in the Mediterranean, received 
this Evening, dated Victory, off the Iſlands of 
Hieres, the 25th of Auguſt 1793, it appears that 
an Intercourſe had taken Place between his Lord- 
ſhip and Commiſſioners from Toulon and Marſeilles: 


That Lord Hood had publiſhed a Preliminary De- 


Claration and Proclamation, and received a Paper in 
Anſwer, of which Copies are ſubjoined. And by 
ſubſequent Accounts from Captain Nelſon, Com- 
mander of His Majeſty's Ship Agamemnon, dated 
Auguſt 31, off Oneglia, to Mr. Trevor, His Ma- 
jeſty's Miniſter at the Court of Turin, it appears 
that a Treaty relative to Toulon was brought to a 


Concluſion, and that on the 28th, Lord Hood's 


Fleet landed 1500 Men, and took Poſſeſſion of 
the Batteries at the Mouth of the Harbour. The 
French Fleet hawled into the Inner Road, and on 
the 29th, the Britiſh Fleet and the Fleet of Spain, 
which joined on the ſame Day, anchored in the 


Outer Road of Toulon. It is added that Marſcilles 


has been taken by the Republican Troops under

King, and had ſworn to acknowlege him, and no 
longer ſuffer the Deſpotiſm of the Tyrants Which 
at this Time govern France, and that they would 
be zealous in their Endeavours to reſtore Peace to 


their diſtracted and calamitous Country, I came =” 
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the Reſolution of landing 1500 Men, and take 
Poſſeſſion of the Forts which command the Ships in 
the Road. St. Julien, a turbulent hot-headed De- 
mocrat, (to whom the Seamen had given the Com- 
mand of the Fleet in the Room of Trogoffe,) had 
the Command of the Forts on the Left of the 
Harbour, and declared Reſiſtance. 

In all Enterprizes of War, Danger, more or leſs,

were all in the Fort by Noon on the 28th ;—and I 
authoriſed Captain Elphinitone to land and enter, at 
the Head of the Troops, the Fort of Malgue, and 
to take upon him the Charge and Command as 
Governor; and directed Captain Dickſon, on his 
anchoring, to ſend a Flag, with peremptory Notice 
to St. Julien, that ſuch Ships as did not imme- 
diately proceed into the Inner Harbour, and put 
their Powder on Shore, ſhould be treated as Ene- 
mies. All but Seven, whoſe Crews ran off with 
St. Julien, removed in the Courſe of the Day. 

It is impoſſible for me to expreſs my Obligation 
to Don Langara, adequate to my Feelings of it, 
for the . an Honor of his implicit Confidence 
in and good Opinion of me in the Promptitude His 
Excellency manifeſted to comply with the Wiſhes 
contained in my Second Letter; as His Excellency

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was not content with ſending Admiral Gravina, 
but came with his whole Squadron except Four, 
which he left to bring a Body of Troops = the 
Army at Roſellon, and made his Appearance from 
the Deck of the Victory as the Troops from His 
Majeſty's Squadron under my Command were in 
the Act of Landing.

The Corps of Carteau has been at Marſeilles, 
and commitred all Manner of Enormities, and 1s 
now on its March to Toulon, expecting to join the 
Army near at Hand from Italy. The former con- 
fiſts of 106,000 Men; the Number of tlie latter is 
not aſcertained, but, be it more or leſs, I truſt the 
Whole will make no Impreſſion even upon the 
Town of Toulon; upon the Fort of Malgue I am 
pretty confident they cannot do it. 

Information has juſt been ſent me, that Carteau 
has planned to ſend away from Marſcilles all the 
Money as well as Merchandiſe in the Town: The 
former is ſaid to conſiſt of Four Millions of Livres; 
but I have planned to prevent him, by having ſent off 
to Marſeilles Two Ships of the Line, with Orders 
not to ſuffer any Veſſel to ſail, and I am now ſend- 
ing Two Frigates which I could not ſpare before. 

After having taken Poſſeſſion of Toulon and the 
Forts, I judged it expedient to iſſue another Pro- 
clamation, which Captain Elphinſtone tells me has 
had a very happy Effect; a Copy of which I allo 
encloſe. 
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The Knowledge of this Event to the King and 
His Majeſty's Mmiſters appears to me of that Mag- 
nitude that I think it expedient to adopt Two 
Modes of Conveyance, one by the Way of Barce- 
lona, and the other Genoa. 

Lord Hugh Conway has the Charge of one Diſ- 
patch, and the Honorable Captain donors the 
other, who will be able to inform His Majeſty's 
Miniſters at thoſe Places they may paſs of the Al- 
lied Powers.

The 
Attack was briſk, and would have completely ſuc- 
ceeded on the Side of the French, if General Beau- 
lieu had not ſent ſpeedy and ſucceſſive Reinforce- 
ments to the Poſt of Bifſeghem. The French had 


then Recourſe to their numerous Artillery, in order 
to 
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to diſlodge the Auſtrians from their Poſition behind 
the Landerbeg; and they would have been tuc- 
ceſsful there, if they had not ſuddenly found their 
Left turned by a Body of Auſtrian ney, headed 
by Captain Malkſham, of the Regiment of Beau- 
lieu, who attacked them with Cannon on the Left 
Flank, and alſo in the Rear. This Movement of 
the Auſtrians on the Left Flank of the French had 
ſuch an Effect upon the latter, that they began to 
ive Way. General Beaulieu then availing him- 
af of this Circumſtance, charged them in Front, 
and put them totally to flight. They retreated to- 
wards Menin. General Beaulieu having collected 
his Cavalry, which had routed the French, waited 
for Reports from his Right, in order to be aſſured 
that he might purſue the Enemy without Interru 
tion. The Reports arrived about One o'Clock, 
P. M. In conſequence, General Beaulieu, without 
a Moment's Hefitation, marched towards Menin ; 
the rather as he had learnt that General Ehrbach, 
with Four Battalions and Eight Squadrons, was 
on his March from Rouflaer. In the Purſuit Ge- 
neral Beaulieu's Advanced Guard had ſeveral Skir- 
miſhes, 1n which it had conſtantly the Advantage, 
repulſing the Enemy quite to the Gates of Menin. 
At Four in the Afternoon General Beaulieu arrived 
with his whole Corps under the Walls of that 'Town, 
and attacked the French with Cannon; at the 
lame Time he aſſaulted the Ramparts near the 
Gate of Rouſlaer, when the French, without any 
further Reſiſtance, totally abandoned the Place, and 
paſſed the Lys with Precipitation, leaving at the 
Bridge only a weak Rear-Guard, which was entirely 
killed or taken by the Auſtrian Troops, who entered 
at the Gate of Courtray. In this Interval General 
Ehrbach arrived with his Corps, and immediately 
paſſed the Lys, Two Engliſh Squadrons joined 
the Auſtrian Huſſars in the Purſuit of the French, 
who retreated towards Roncq.

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His Serene Highneſs had put in Motion, as ſoon 


as he had learnt that Menin was evacuated. 

During the March of the Army, the Enemy had 
attacked General Beaulieu's Advanced Poſts; Eight 
Battalions we ſent to his Support ; but the Enemy 
had been repulſed before their Arrival. | 

This appears to have been only intended to cover 
their Retreat, as they had begun to evacuate Menin 
early in the Morning. In the Courſe of the Day 
they entirely abandoned that important Poſt, which 
was taken Poſſeſſion of in the Evening by Lieu- 
tenant-General Ehrbach. Yeſterday the Army 
marched again. A Camp was taken near Menin, 
and the Advanced Poſts puſhed on to Werwick, 
which the Enemy had likewiſe abandoned, ſo that 
by theſe Movements Auſtrian Flanders has been 
protected, and this Part of it recovered.

Vice-Admiral Lord Hood, Commander in 
Chief of His Majeſty's Ships and Veſſels in the Me- 
diterranean, to Mr. Stephens, dated on board the 
Victory, in the Outer Road of Toulon, the 1 
Inſtant, of which the following is an Extract: 


ESTERDAY Afternoon a Part of Carteaux's 

Army, conſiſting of 750 Men, approached 

near Toulon. Captain Elphinſtone, whom J had ap- 

pointed Governor of the Great Fort of Malgue and 

its Dependencies, marched out, at the Head of 600 

Troops, and put it to the Rout, took Four Pieces 
of Cannon, their Ammunition, &c. 

Herewith I have the Honor to ſend you Governor 
Elphinſtone's Letter; and moſt exceedingly lament 
the Loſs of a very excellent Officer, Major Douglas, 

whom 
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whom 1 had appointed Fort. Major, and whoſe Zeal 
for going out with the Troops could not be re- 
trained. The Ball entered his Breaſt, and was ex- 
tracted at the Shoulder Blade. He died laſt Night. 

Upon the Troops leaving the Fort the appointed 
Signal was made for a Number of Seamen that were 
kept ready, and 400 were on Shore immediately to 
put the Fort ont of Danger. 

Rear-Admiral Goodall has taken upon him the 
Charge and Command of Governor of Toulon, and 
Rear-Admiral Gravina that of Commandant of the

MY LORD, Toulon, Auguſt 31, 1793. 


IN conſequence of the Information I had the 
Honor to ſend your Lordſhip Yeſterday Forenoon, 
and the repeated Applications which I had received 
from the Committee of War and Safety, I thought 
proper to ſend out a Patrole towards Ollouiles to 
reconnoitre the Enemy, and to examine their Force; 
at the ſame Time I ordered 300 Britiſh, and the 
ſame Number of Spaniſh Troops, to be under 
Arms, and I directed the Committee of War to 
furniſh a Proportion of their beſt Troops, and Six 
Pieces of Cannon, with Ammunition and Waggons, 
to be in Readineſs. About Three o' Clock the Pa- 
trole returned with ſome Peaſants, who had been 
wounded by the Enemy's Dragoons, who informed 
me that certain Troops of Carteaux were polted at 
Senary and VOllouiles, about Five Miles from 
hence, to the Amount of 600 Men, with Ten 
Pieces of Cannon, and a few Cavalry, I inſtantly 
marched out with the Britiſh and Spaniſh Troops, 
taking the Road to Ollouiles, having Four Guides 
along with me (belonging to that Place), and 
having left Directions that the French Ls. 
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with the Cannon, &c. ſhould inſtantly follow. On 
the Road I met wounded Peaſants, who informed 
me that their whole Force was now poſted in Ol- 
louiles. When we approached within Half a Mile 
of that Place, I obſerved a Party of the Enemy 
endeavouring to gain an Eminence on our Right. 
I detached Captain Haddon and Wemys, of the 
11th Regiment of Foot, to prevent this, and to 
advance with their Parties, keeping Poſſeſſion of 
the high Grounds, and ſent Lieutenant Knight, 
with a Party of the ſame Regiment, on the like 
Service to the Left, both of which Duties were 
admirably executed. I then advanced with the 
Aid-de-Camp to reconnoitre the Enemy's Situa- 
tion, and found they were poſted in the Village of 
'Ollouiles, upon the Side of a ſteep Hill, a deep 
Ravine in their Front, with a Stone Bridge over it, 
defended with Two Pieces of Cannon, and the 
Windows filled with Muſketry ; about Two Hun- 
dred Yards further up the Hill, at a ruinous Caſtle, 
there were Two more Pieces of Cannon, and the 
Walls of the Vineyards lined with Muſketry. It 
was now half-paſt Six in the Evening, without any

Aſter halting for an Hour I led the "Troops 
back to Toulon, with the Priſoners and Cannon 
taken from the Enemy ; and on the Road we met 
the French Troops and the Cannon which ought to 
hare left Coulon with us, but which, untortunately, 
had been delayed. From the Iuformatiou that we 
received in the Village, and from the Priſoners, we 
found that we had beaten the Elite of Carteaus' 
Army, conſilling of between 7 and 800 Men, ard 
jome Cavalry, which had been ſent from Marſeilles 
for the Purpoſe of overawing Toulon, and that they 
expected to have becn joined the next Day by 4co 
Men, and Eight Pieces of Cannon. In this litde 
Aflair it becomes my Duty to inform your Lord— 
ſhip, that the Conduct of the Troops, thoſe of 
His Majeity as well as thoſe of the King of Spain, 
was highly meritorious, Captain Moncrief, of the 
11th, Commandant of the Britiſh Troops, headed 
the Column with a Degree of Intrepidity worthy 
of Imitation ; and Don Monteiro, Commandant ot 
the Spaniſh Troops, conducted himſelf with equal 
Valour.

Of Two Prieſts, who went out after the Action to 
give Abſolution to the Wounded, one has been 
found murdered, and the other is miſſing.

Toulon, September 26, 1793. 

N the Morning of the 18th of this Month the 
Enemy opened Two maſked Batteries, one of 
Three, the other of Two Guns, at the Head of 
the Inner Harbour, at la Petite Garenne. An in— 
ceſſant Fire was kept up during the Whole of the 
Day between the Batteries of the Enemy an& a 
Gun-Boat and French Frigate, manned by Engliſh 
Seamen, which had been placed near the Poudriere 
for the Defence of the Head of the Harbour, and 
to coyer the Fort of Malbouſquet towards the 
Water ; that Fort fired occalionally at the Enemy's. 
Batteries with ſome Effect, although they were 
covered on that Side by a Grove of Pine Trees. 
On the 19th the Enemy opened a freſh Battery to 
the Left of the others at Les Gaux, and His Ma- 


jeſty's Ship St. George, with a ſecond Gun-Boat, 
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being brought into the Petite Rade, a Cannonade 
continued during the whole Day, and towards 
Evening the Batteries of the Enemy were ſilenced; 
but One of the Gun-Boats had ſuffered ſo much 
that ſhe was towed off, and ſhe ſunk the next 
Morning, the Officers and Men having been taken 
out of her. 

It became neceſſary to colle& a Force to occupy 
La Grafle ; I took, therefore, Fifty Men from Fort 
De la Malgue, the ſtrongeſt and leaſt expoſed of 
our Poſts, and, by leaving but One Relief for the 
Duties of Toulon, we were enabled to collect 350 
Spaniards and 150 Britiſh, excluſive of Officers and 
Non-commiſſoned Officers, the Spaniſh under the 
Command of Colonel Don Rafael Echavuru, and 
the Britiſh Troops under the Command of Captain 
Brereton, of the zoth Regiment. The Detach- 
ment embarked from Toulon on the z th, at Twelve 
o'Clock at Night, Admiral Gravina and myſelf, 
with all the Spaniſh Colonels of the Garriſon, and 
ſome French Engineers attending to place the 
Troops in the Poſt they were to occupy. We pro- 
ceeded acroſs the Harbour, and landed, at about 
Two o'Clock in the Morning of the 2 iſt at Fort 
Balaguier, and marched immediately forward to 
reconnoitre the Heights De la Graſſe, which conſiſt 
of a Ridge, divided at the Top by Three diſtinct 
Knolls, covered with Wood, with ſmall Dips or 
Vallies between each, the Whole riſing very con- 
ſiderably inland, the Ridge terminating with a rapid 
Deſcent at the Weſtern Extremity, which com- 
mands a complete View of the whole Extent of the 
Enemy's Poſition to the Weſtward of Toulon. 

It was determined to take Poſt on the loweſt and 
Eaſternmoſt Knoll, which is about Five Hundred 
Yards from the Landing-Place. Having diſtributed 


admit of, Admiral Gravina returned with me before 
Noon to Toulon to order the neceſſary Supplies — 
the 
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the Troops, and ſome Guns for the Defence of the 
Poſt, Colonel Don Rafael Echavuru remaining with 
the Command of the Poſt, and Captain Brereton, 
with the Command of the Britiſh Troops, under 
him. At about Five o' Clock in the Afternoon the

to ſerve as a Breaſt- Work. The Firing continued 
for an Hour, when the Enemy were repulſed, with 
the Loſs, on the Part of the Britiſh, of One Rank 
and File, killed, One Captain, and Three Rank 
and File, wounded, (I am happy to ſay none of 
them dangerouſly,) and of the Spaniards, One 
Rank and File, killed, and Seven wounded. + The 
Enemy, by Accounts we have fince received from 
Deſerters, loſt Twelve killed, and One Colonel and 
Twenty-three, wounded. This Attempt of the 
Enemy ſerved to convince the Spaniſh and French 
Officers of the Neceſſity of occupying the Advanced 
Pofition at the Weſtern Extremity of La Hauteur 
de Graſſe; a Spaniſh Colonel was ſent at Daybreak 
to take Poſſeſſion of it. 
I went with Lord Hood and Admiral Gravina to 
trace out the Line of Entrenchments, and to place 
a Battery of Three Twenty-four-Pounders on 2 
Spot. which commands every Point within their 
Range. This Poſt completely covers the Outward 
Roadited ; the Two Knolls in the Rear of it being 
occupied by ſmall Detachments, to communicate 
with the Landing-Place at Fort Balaguicr.

For the more regular and convenient Conduct of 
the Service, I foiled © neceſſary to divide the ſmall 
Detachments of different Britiſh Corps under my

cricf, of the 14th Regiment, the Second under 
Captain Brereton, of the zoth Regiment, the Two 
eldeſt Captains on this Service. I cannot do ſuf- 
ficient Juſtice to the Zeal, Intelligence, and Ac- 
tivity .of thoſe Officers, 3 whole Exertions I 
have found the greateſt Aſſiſtance, in the conſtant 
Attention which [ am obliged to give to Poſts, 
occupied by very inadequate N umbers, and at Dis. 
tances which render my daily Attendance at each of 
them utterly impoſſible. Any Mark of His Mas 
felty's Favour ſnewn to thoſe Two old and deſerr- 
ng Officers I can venture to aſſure you will not be 
beitowed on Perſons deficient either in Zeal or 
Ability: Indeed I ſhould not render the Juſtice 
which I owe to the ſmall Body of Britiſh Troops 
under my Command, if I did not repreſent the 
Cheerfulneſs and Alacrity with which they ſuffer 
neeſſant Fatigue in Poſts in which they muſt be 
uidered as being conſtantly on Duty, and every 

Hou ir liable to Attack; I can, however, venture to 

peat my former Aſſura ance, that (unleſs Sickneſs 

zuld be the Conſequence of this Fatigue) our 
preſent. 
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reſent State of Defence is ſuch as may give rea. 
onable Grounds to be confident of the Security of 
the Place. | 
The conſtant Fire kept up by the Enemy for the 
laſt Four Days has wounded One Lieutenant of the

have to regret that Lieutenant Newnham, of the

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Mountains. A Part of the Town was burnt in the 
Courſe of the Struggle ; and the French, before 
they retreated, ſet Fire to their Magazines both 
here and at Alſtadt. In other Parts of this ve 
complicated Operation, in which Six different Co- 
lumns had diſtinct Plans to execute, great Succeſs 
attended the Auſtrians. They ſucceſſively carried 
by Aſſault all the different Redoubts which had 
been conſtructed in the Front of the French Camps, 
of which the principal One fell into their Hands, 
with all their Tents ſtanding, ſeveral Caiſſons, Nine 
Standards, and Twenty. ſix Cannons of very great 
Calibre. As theſe different Actions are but juſt 
over, and the Auſtrian Corps are very remote from 
each other, it is impoſſible for me to tranſmit to 
your Lordſhip any Account of the killed, wounded, 
or taken on either Side. The Army has been 
Fourteen Hours under Arms, almoſt continyally 
engaged in a very active Purſuit, and often expoſed 
to a molt tremendous Fire. | 

We have as yet no diſtin Account of the Ope- 
rations of the Duke of Brunſwick's Army Yeſter- 
day in the Mountain, but a very great Cannonade 
was heard on that Side during the whole Day.

Advanced Corps under General Mezaroes, he im- 
mediately put the Bulk of his Army into Motion, 
and arrived there that Night, a few Hours after it 
had been evacuated by the Enemy, who had made 
ſo precipitate a Retreat as to neglect breaking 
down the Wooden Bridges over which the Antuley 
was to pals: That, on the 18th, the French en- 
camped on the Right Bank of the Zorn, a ſmall 
River which runs through Brumpt, but on percetr- 
ing ſome Interval between General Mezaroes' Ad- 
vanced Corps, conſiſting of about Gooo Men, and 
the other 7: Bag um of the Army, they croſſed the 
River, and attacked him with their wholz Force, in 
the evident Expectation of turning his Flank, and 
cutting him off from the Reſt of the Army. The 
Action laſted Seven Hours, but upon perceiving 
the Reſt of the Auſtrian Army move forward, the 
French recroſſed the River, and evacuated the 
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trians took Poſſeſſion. The Loſs on the Part of 
the French is eſtimated at about Soo Men, and 
that of the Auſtrians nearly Half that Number in 
Killed and Wounded : That the Prince of Wal-

Rapidity, gained their Right Flank, and charged 
them with A much Vigour and Succeſs, that not a 
ſingle Man eſcaped ; 104 Priſoners were taken, and 
the Reit killed upon the Spot. The Squadron of 
the 2d Dragoon Guards had only 'T'wo Men killed 
and One Man wounded. The other Squadron of 
the Queen's Dragoon Guards, Two Squadrons of 
the Royals, and a Diviſion of Auſtrian Light Dra- 
goons, came up in the Purſuit. 

In the mean Time the Enemy had made Progrels 
in another Part of the Country. They had at. 
tacked Nieuport, and paſſed, though only with a 
ſmall Body, the Canal of Ypres at Shooreback. 
In conſequence of this Licutenant-General Wurmb 
had fallen back upon Ghiſtel, in order to coxer 
Bruges and Oſtend. 

This Change of General Wurmb's Poſition ren- 
dered abortive the Plan which had been formed for 
the Attack of Menin upon the 28th. His Royal 
Highneſs therefore, {till keeping that important 
Object in View, ſent a Reinforcement of Three 

| Battalions 
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Battalions to Lieutenant - General Buſche, who had 
by this Time advanced again with his Corps to 
Mouſcron, and diſlodged the Enemy from that 
Polit, of which they had taken Poſſeſſion ; and it 
was determined that the Attack of Menin ſhould be 
made on the 29th by the Corps of General Walmo- 
den and General Buſche, the former advancing 
directly upon the Town of Menin, the latter, upon 
the Right Bank of the Lys, againit the Village 
and Heights of Hallouin. 

In order to favour this Enterprize, by drawing 
the Attention of the Enemy to another Quarter, 
His Royal Highneſs ſent, upon the Evening of 
the 28th, Two Battalions of Auſtrian Infantry, and 
ſome Companies of Light Troops, with Two 
Twelve-Pounders and Two Howitzers, under the 
Commaud of Major-General Werneck, and Two 
Battalions of Britiſh Infantry, (the Flank Bat. 
talion, and that of the 3d Regiment of Guards, 
with one Squadron of the 7th, and one of the 15th 
Light Dragoons, with Two 'Uwelve- Pounders and 
Two Howitzers likewiſe to attack Lannoy, which 
the Enemy had entrenched, and occupied with 
1500 Men. 

Major-General Abercromby commanded this De- 
tachment, and he had Orders to expoſe the Troops 
as little as poſſible, but to confine the Attack to a 
Cannonade, until the Enemy ſhould be driven from 
their Poſt. This Plan had the deſired Succeſs. 
After reſiſting ſome Time the heavy and well. di- 
rected Fire of the Britiſh and Auſtrian Artillery, 
which was gradually advanced to within a very ſmall 
Diſtance of the Town, the French gave way, re- 
tiring in great Diſorder, Part of them towards 
Liſle, and Part towards Roubay. They were pur- 
lued with great Spirit by Lieutenant-Colonel 
Churchill, at the Head of the Two Squadrons of 
Light Dragoons, who killed and wounded near 100 
o them, and took 59 Priſoners. Several others 
were killed and taken by a Party of Auſtrian In- 

fantry, 
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Fantry, who entered the Town. There were taken 
in all about 150 Priſoners, and Five Pieces of Can. 
non, beſides ſeveral Tumbrils aud Baggage Wag. 
gons. The Killed are {ſuppoſed to have amounted 
to between 2 and 300. | 

In Point of Numbers the Loſs upon our Side 
has been very inconſiderable; but unfortunately 
Captain Sutherland, of the Royal Engineers, an 
Officer of acknowledged Merit, was killed upon 
this Occaſion. Though not called upon to he 
preſent at the Attack, he had been induced by his 
Zeal to accompany the Detachment. I am ſorry 
to add, that Lieutenant Thornton, of the Artil. 
lery, has loſt his Arm. The Auſtrians had Eight 
or Ten Men killed and wounded. 

About the Concluſion of this Affair, Accounts 
were received from General Walmoden, that the 
Enemy had evacuated Menin the preceding Night, 
and that they had the Appearance of intending to 
give up their Attack upon Ypres. 

The March of His Royal Highneſs from Engle- 
Fontaine, and the ſubſequent Movements of the 
Troops under his Command, ſeem to have induced 
the Enemy to abandon the Enterpriſes in which 
they had engaged upon this Side of Auſtrian Flan- 
ders, and in which they had been, to a certain De- 
gree, ſucceſsful. 

By Accounts from Nieuport, of the 28th, the 
French had ſummoned that Town, and upon Lieu- 
:tenant-Colonel de Wurmb's Refuſal to ſurrender, 
they had erected Batteries againſt it. There 
ſeemed, however, to be reaſonable Grounds to 
expect that the Place would hold out. I under- 
ftand that the Attack made there upon the 24th 
was a very ſevere one; the 53d Regiment having 
had Lieutenant Latham and Ten Men killed, and 
Captain Ferguſon and Eighteen wounded.

12 HE following Diſpatches from General Sir 
Charles Grey, K. B. and Rear-Admiral Mac- 
bride were Veſterday Evening received at the Office 
of the Right Honorable Henry Dundas, His Ma- 
jeſty's Principal Secretary of State for the Home 
Department:

| HAD the Honor of writing to you Yeſterday 
Morning from Deal, to inform you of my Ar- 
rival there, and of my Intention immediately to 
embark for this Place. We got under Weigh be- 
tween Ten and Eleven o*Clock, and about half- 
paſt Seven in the Evening came to an Anchor in 
Nieuport Roads. In conſequence of the Accounts 
I received

I received there from Captain Murray, of the State 
of that Place, and the Force brought againſt it by 
the French, I judged it neceſſary immediately to 
diſpatch Major-General' Dundas to Oſtend, with 
Orders to take under his Command the 42d Regi- 
ment and Four Companies of Light Infantry, and 
to march, with all poſſible Expedition, to the Sup. 
port of the Garriſon ; at the ſame Time ſending 
Colonel Symes to Nicuport, to give the Com- 
mander Notice of my Arrival, and of the intended 
Reinforcement. 

| The Enemy kept up a conſtant Fire during the 
greateſt Part of the Night, which was anſwered 
by the Garriſon, and diſtinctly ſeen from the 
Quebec. At about Two this Morning, it became 
more violent, and continued with great Briſkneſs 
on both Sides. When we paſſed Nicuport, about 
Ten, we ſaw Major-General Dundas on his March, 
within Two Milcs of the Place, and I have this In- 
ant received a Letter from him, announcing his 


Arrival, He ſays, he finds every Thing as well 


as he could expect; that the Enemy threatencd 
much; kept up a conſtant Fire, and had laſt Niyht 
carried one of the Towers, within 1700 Yards of 
the Place. He has made a Requiſition of ſeveral 
Articles neceſſary to the Defence of the Place, 
which I have ordered to be forwarded to him im- 
mediately. With the Force now on Foot, aſſiſted 
by the [nundation, I hope it may be preterved, 
and the further Progreſs of the French on this Side 
checked. Notwithitanding the conſtant Fire kept 
up by the Enemy, Lam happy to inform you that 
the Loſs of the Garriſon has hitherto been incon- 


fiderable, but I have yet received no regular Re- 


turns. 

The Service has derived the greateſt Benefit from 
the Zeal and Activity of Rear-Admiral Macbride, 
Captain Murray, aad the Naval Officers under his 
Command, 
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A Supply of Ammunition, of which the Gar- 
riſon was much in Want, was this Morning ſent 
from the Fleet, and about 100 Seamen, under 
Captain Rogers, have been landed, to aſſiſt in 
working at the Batteries. Every Commendation 
is due to the gallant Defence made by Colonel 
Wurmb and the Garriſon under his Command.

Intelligence, that the French were retiring, which 
was Confirmed on my Arrival. They began their 
Retreat in the Night, and a Part only of the Rear 
Guard was viſible at Day-hreak this Morning. 
they returned along the Road to Dunkirk, ſetting 
Fire to every Thing in their Way. | 
| went with Major-General Dundas to viſit the 
Pes which they occupied. and, from the Extent 
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of their Encampment, I ſhould imagine that their 
Numbers could not have been leſs than was re. 
preſented to us, about 8000. What Loſs they 
may have ſuſtained during the Siege I have no 
Means of eſtimating : Ours, as I have already had 
the Pleaſure of informing you, was very incon- 
ſiderable. I now encloſe you a regular Return of 
that of the 42d and 53d Regiments; that of the 
Heſſians I have not been able to learn accurately, 
but it is not greater in Proportion. The French 
have left behind them Four 'Twenty-four-Pounders 
and Two Mortars, as well as a great Number of 
Shot, Shells, and Intrenching Tools. The Whole 
were ſecured, and a great Part brought into the 
Town before I left it. I have already ſpoken in 
Commendation of the gallant Behaviour of Colonel 
de Wurmb, and the Garriſon under his Command: 
I cannot, however, help adding, upon a more exact 
Knowledge of their Situation when firſt attacked, 
that the Safety of Nieuport is owing to their Con- 
rage and Perleverance in its Defence, with Means 
very. diſproportionate to the Force brought againſt 
them. The Artillery, under Captain Bothwick, 
with the 53d Regiment, whoſe Loſs has been the 
greateſt, have been very much diſtinguiſhed ; and! 
think it only an Act of Juſtice to mention, in 
Terms of the higheſt Approbation, Major Ma- 
thews, whoſe long Services and particular Exertions 
on this Occaſion will, I hope, recommend him to 
His Majeſty's Notice. I feel alſo that much is due 
to the Zeal and Intelligence with which Major- 
General Dundas undertook and executed the Service 
entruſted to him after his Arrival at Nieuport, as 
well as to Colonel Symes and Captain Rogers, and 
the Officers, Marines, and Scamen from the Fleet.

Extract of a Letter from Vice- Admiral Lord Hood 10 
Mr. Stephens, dated Victory, Toulon-Road, Oc- 
tober 6, 1793. 

SIR), 

I BEG you will be pleaſed to make known to 
the Lords Commiſſioners of the Admiralty, that, 
upon receiving a preſſing Requeſt from General 
Paoli for Aſſiſtance, and informing me at the fame 
Time that even the Appearance of a few Ships 
would very eſſentially ſerve him, provided it ſhould 
not be judged expedient to make an Attack by 
them on any of the Forts, I therefore determined 
to ſend Three Ships of the Line and T'wo Frigates 
to him; and as the Seafon was too far advanced 
for a Second Rate to go on that Coaſt, I eſtabliſhed 
Captain Linzee as a Commodore, appointed Cap- 
tain Woodley his Captain, and gave an Order to 
Lord Amelius Beauclerk to command the Nemeſis.

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Town of Florenze,) I immediately gave the neceſ- 
fary Orders for the Squadron to act whenever the 
Wind was ſufficiently ſteady for that Purpoſe. On 
the 24th the Courageux joined with Proviſions from 
Leghorn ; and on the Night of the 27th the 
Launches of the Squadron cut out a Veſſel, which 
has fince been converted into a Gun-Boat. Having 
made ſeveral Attempts (between the 21{t and zoth 
Ult.) to attack the above Poſts, which were alwavs 
fruſtrated by, the Wind dying away as ſoon as [ 

drew into the Gulph ; and Experience havin 
pointed out the Improbability of the Wind's blow- 
ing ſteady in a Gulph of ſuch Depth, and ſur- 
rounded by Mountains of conſiderable Height, it 
was deemed expedient to execute my Intentions the 
following Morning, by warping the Ardent during 
the Night into a Situation from whence ſhe could 
not only annoy the Redoubt, but cover the Ap- 
proach of the Squadron. Captain Sutton placed 
his Ship wich as much Judgment and Preciſion as if 
the Service had been executed during the Day, and 
at Half paſt Three A. M. opened a Fire, which 
was kept up without Intermiſſion till near Eight 
o'Clock. By Four o'Clock the Alcide was in a 
Situation to open her Battery on the Enemy's 
Works, but being too cloſe to the Ardent, and a 
Flaw of Wind filing the Sails, endangered her 
ſhooting on the Rocks before ſhe could be anchored 
with Security. The Sails were inſtantly thrown 
aback, and Boats were employed, towing, to extri- 
cate her from this Difficulty. Captain Mathews, 
obſerving the Alcide's Situation, very gallantly ſhot 
under her Stern to cover her, and occnpied the 
Station I had intended to anchor in. As the Situa- 
tion of the Courageux prevented the Alcide from 
opening her Fire, except at Intervals, I ordered 
Captain Wolſeley to carry out Warps, to move us 
into a more eligible Situation; which Service was 
executed with great Alacrity, and a ſpirited Fire 
again opened on the Enemy's Poſts. ä

Although a cloſe and powerful Cannonade bad 


been kept up by the Squadron till a Quarter before 
Eight, no vifible Impreſſion was made; and Captain 


Sutton having reported the Ardent was much da. 


maged, and that, in his Opinion, there was ng 
Proſpe& of Succeſs; and Captain Woodley (who 
had been on board the Courageux to enquire inte 
the State of that Ship) having brought a ſimilar 
Report from 'Captain Mathews, who, as well as 
Captain Wolſcley and himſcif, agreed in the abore 
Opinion, I judged it adviſeable to make the Signal 
for diſcontinuing the Attack. 

The Alcide 1s not materially damaged in her 
Maſts or Rigging, but the Ardent and Conrageux 
have ſuffered conſiderably in both, from being ex- 
poſed to the raking Fire of the Town of Florenze, 
though every Information had aſſured me the Dif. 
tance from that Place was too great tor Guns to 
have any Effect. 

Our Failure 1s not only to be imputed to the 
falſe Intelligence reſpecting the Range of Cannon 
from the Town of Florenze, but to the Want of 
Ardour on the Part of the Corſicans, who had 
faithfully promiſed to ſtorm the Poſts on the Laud 
Side, though they never made the {ſmalleſt Move- 
ment to effect that Service during the Action. I 
encloſe a Liſt of the Killed and Wounded, and of 
the Artillery oppoſed to the Squadron ; and am 
happy in teſtifying my warmeſt Approbation of the 
gallant Manner in which every Officer and Man 
employed on this Occaſion conducted himſelf. I 
am ſorry to find Mr. Sheills, Firſt Lieutenant cf 
the Courageux, is amongit the Number killed, and 
have appointed Mr. Peter Hunt, a very deſerving 
young Man, to act as junior Lieutenant of that 
Ship till your Lordſhip's Pleaſure is known.

SIR, Toulon, Ofober 3, 1793. 
N my Diſpatch of the 24th of September J had 
the Honor to inform you, that the Enemy had 
been more aCtive than previous to that Period ; they 
occaſionally cannonaded our different Poſts, and had 
approached Bodies of Men to various Points, to at- 
tract our Attention. On the zoth of September, 
at Night, they entered upon a dating and deſperate 
Project, that met with a moſt nnaccountable Suc- 
ceſs, which fortunately was not of long Duration. 
The Poſt of Faron being the Point at which the 
Enemy determined to make an Attempt to render 
themſelves Maſters of Toulon, they carried their 
Delign into Execution on the Night of the zoth 
of September. The Piquet of Sixty Men, being 
driven from the Pas de la Maſque about Day-break, 
reed to the Redoubt of Faron, which they found

offeſſion of the Redoubt, and of the whole Summit 
of this almoſt inacceſſible Mountain. By the Poſ- 
ſeſſion of the Redoubt of Faron their Communi- 
cation was open with La Valette, and with La 
Garde, where the Head-Quarters of General Gar- 
dane are eſtabliſhed ; from both which Places they 
received conſiderable Reinforcements. The Fort of 
Faron, which is below the Redoubt, having made 
the Signal of being preſſed by the Enemy, and in 
Want of immediate Succour, Governor Elphinftone 
added Captain Teriano, with Ninety-two Men 
— 5 zoth Regiment, to the Garriſon of that 
oft, 
At about Seven o*Clock in the Morning of the 
. iſt of October, the Report came. to Toulon, that 
the Enemy were in Poſſeſſion of the whole Summit 
of the Mountain of Faron. The abſolute Neceſſity 
of an immediate Attack of this Poſt being obvious, 
the moſt practicable Means of regaining the Sum- 
mit of the Mountain, in the Face of an Enemy, 
who were hourly receiving Reinforcements, and who 
were prepared for their Defence, became the only 
Subject of Diſcuſſion. Admiral Gravina, Brigadier- 
General Squierdo of the Spanith Troops, Brigadier: 
General Prince de Pignatelli commanding the Nea- 
2 Troops, Lieutenant. Colonel Chevalier de 
Revel, Governors Goodall, Elphinſtone and myſelf, 
having aſſembled at the Government Houſe, and 
having conſulted intelligent Perſons acquainted with 
the poſſible Acceſſes to the Mountain on the Side 
of Toulon, it was determined to make the Attempt 
on the Weſtern Side. The Troops of the Garriſon 
having been aſſembled on the Parade during the 
Time of our Deliberation, I detached Captain Be- 
resford of the th Regiment, with Fifty Men, ta 
Fort Faron, to co-operate under the Command of 


Governor Elphinſtone, in caſe any Opportunity 
ſhould 
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ſhould offer of making a Diverſion on the Side of 
the Redoubt of Faron, in Favour of our main At- 
tack, if we ſhould be ſo fortunate as to reach the 
Summit of the Mountain, which is 17 18 Feet above 
the Level of the Sea. 

The Britiſh Troops upon Guard at the Gate of 
the Town having been relieved, I was enabled to 
collect 250 Britiſh Rank and File, to which I added 
140 Chaſſeurs, and 163 Grenadiers of the Pied- 
monteſe Troops (the Remainder being diſperſed in 
diſtant Poſts). This Corps compoſed the Column 
under my Command, deſtined to aſcend the Face 
of the Mountain from the Fort of Grand St. An- 
toine. (I had alſo ordered 500 Neapolitan Troops 
of the Regiment de Bourgogne to join my Column; 
but, from the Difference of Language, ſome Miſtake 
occurred in the Delivery of the Orders, and thoſe 
Troops did not join me.) The Column of Ad- 
miral Gravina, which took its Route towards the 
Vallon de Valbourdin to aſcend by that Paſs, was 
compoſed of T'wo Companies of Piedmonteſe Chaſ- 
ſeurs, 183 Spaniſh Rank and File, 400 Neapolitan 
Grenadiers, and a Detachment of 100 Men of the Re- 
giment de Bourgogne; Brigadier. Generals Squierdo 
and Pignatelli went with this Column. The Two 
Columns marched from Toulon at Eight o' Clock. 
At the Redoubt of Grand St. Antoine I formed 
the Troops under my immediate Command in al- 
ternate Hundreds of Britiſh and Piedmonteſe, di- 
recting them to keep in ſmall Platoons, as nearly in 
a Line as poſſible during their Aſcent, and to form 
to the firſt Party that ſhould arrive at the Summit. 
An Advanced Party of 200 of the Enemy appeared 
at the Top of the Mountain, and gave their Fire at 
a great Diſtance, retiring immediately, and allowing 
the Troops to gain the Height with no other Ob- 
ſtacle than that which the rugged and almoſt per- 
pendicular Acclivity preſented ; the Labour and 
Fatigue of the Aſcent being conſiderably increaſed 


by 
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by the great Heat of the Day. The Column of 
General Gravina gained the Top of the Mountain 
ſoon after us, without having met with any Reſiſt. 
ance. Captain Monerief, who led the Right Di. 
viſion of my Column, puſhed acroſs the Mountain, 
and poſſeſſed himſelf of the Pas de la Maſque, which 
had been abandoned by the Enemy. The Top of 
the Mountain of Faron is interſected by a Succeſſion 
of tranſverſal Heights of ſteep Aſcent from the 
Weſt, and riſing ſucceſſively to the Eaſternmoſt 
Extremity of the Mountain, where the Redoubt of 
Faron 18 placed. We found the Enemy drawn up 
on the Front of this laſt Ridge. The Rock to the 
North, on the Right of the Poſition taken by the 
Enemy, ends in a Precipice above the Vallon de 
Favieres ; the Ground which lay between the Right 
of the Enemy and the Column under my Command 
is a low Ridge, forming the narrow Head of a d 
Valley, which deſcends to the Southward, widen- 
ing itſelf by a gradual Turn to the Eaſtward, ſo as 
to form a ſteep Side to the Left Flank of the 
Enemy*s Poſition, and ending on the flat Summit 
of an interior Ridge of the Mountain directly above 
the Town of Toulon, 
The Enemy were formed in a Line on the Front 
of the Eminence, and within Muſket-Shot of our 
Poſition : In Front of the Right of the Enemy's 
principal Line, and on the Creſt of the Ridge 
which forms the Head of the Valley, they had an 
Advanced Guard of about Fifty Men; in the Rear 
of their Right Flank, which did not reach up to 
the Precipice, a Body of about 200 Men were 
placed en Echelon ; a conſiderable Body was placed 
en Potence behind the Left of their Line; and in 
Front of their Left Flank was placed an Advanced 
Guard, ſimilar to that on the Right; in the Rear, 
half Way between the Redoubt and the firſt Line, 
a ſtrong Column was placed in Reſerve; and the 


Parapet of the Redoubt was lined with Men. The

Poſt of the Enemy commanded very conſiderably 
every Part of the Poſition which we were obliged 
to occupy. The Left Column, under my Com- 
mand, arrived firſt in Preſence of the Enemy. I 
placed the greateſt Part of it under Cover of a 
riſing Ground, behind the narrow Creſt of the Val- 
ley over which I was to paſs when the Attack 
ſhould be made. The Column of General Gravina 
being ſoon after alſo in Preſence of the Enemy, he 
formed his Line on an Height which extended be- 
yond the Left of the Enemy's Poſition, and was 
ſeparated from the Height on which I had taken 
Poſt by a Branch of the great Valley running to 
the Weltward, and forming a Dip between the 
Poſts occupied by our reſpective Diviſions. I im- 
mediately ſent Notice of our being in Preſence of 
the Enemy (by an Officer, who was obliged to 
make a conſiderable Circuit) to Governor Elphin- 
itone, who was at Tort Faron. 

A briſk Fire, begun by the Advanced Poſts of 
the Enemy, took — at this Time between them 
and General Gravina's Line, and a Fire alſo com- 
menced on the Side of Fort Faron by the Corps 
under the Command of Colonel del Porto againſt 
the Potence (or Return Line) of the Enemy's Po- 
ſition, which could not, however, at that Time 
produce its Effect, and was ſoon after very judi- 
ciouſly diſcontinued. As I could plainly perceive 
ſrom the Poſt I occupied that no Impreſſion could 
be made from a Fire acroſs the deep Part of the 
Valley, and that there was a Defe& in the Diſpo- 
lition of the Enemy's Left, I went to the Right 
to communicate my Obſervations to General Gra- 
vina; and it was then agreed that the Corps under 
the Command of that General ſhould deſcend, by 
ts Right, into the Valley, and march under Cover 
of the Aſcent on the Left of the Enemy, to attack 
tem on that Flank, which they had injudiciouſly 
placed upon the extreme Summit of the Hill, fo as 
| not 
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not to have the Command of the whole Deſcent, zz 
they might have had by placing themſelves a little 
below the Brow. It was agreed alſo, that the Left 
Column, under my Command, ſhould endeavour to 
attract the Attention of the Enemy during this 
Movement ; and that when General Gravina ſhould 
have attained a certain Point I ſhould move forward, 
and the general Attack be made. On my Return 
to the Left (General Gravina having already begun 
his Movements) I produced my whole Force to the 
View of the Enemy. The Operation anſwered to 
our utmoſt Wiſh. The Enemy marched Reinforce. 
ments to the Right of their Line, and appearcd in 
Expectation of an immediate Attack from my Co- 
lumn : During this Period General Gravina pro- 
ceeded down the Valley, and came unperceived up 
the Side of the Hill occupied by the Enemy ; the 
Line of March round this ſteep and rocky Aſcent 
being explored, with infinite Intrepidity and Judg- 
ment, by Serjeant Moreno, of the Spaniſh Marines, 
and Three Soldiers of his Corps, to within Piſtol- 
Shot of the Enemy's Line. The whole Creſt of 
the Mountain of Faron being a hard Grey Rock, 
without Vegetation, and in ſome Parts broken into 
ſharp and looſe Pieces, which render walking very 
difficult, the March of General Gravina's Column 
was neceſſarily flow: As ſoon as he had got to the 
Point agreed upon, the Britiſh of my Column, led 
by Captain Moncrief, of the 11th Regiment, and 
preceded by Thomas Graham, Eſq; of Balgeroon, 
{a Gentleman of independent Fortune, who was 
attracted to Toulon by the extraordinary Event of 
its being in our Poſſeſſion, to whoſe Abilities on 


many Occaſions here, and to whoſe diſtinguiſhed 


and exemplary Gallantry on this Occaſion the Ser- 
vice has been infinitely indebted, ) and the Piedmon- 
teſe Chaſſeurs, led by Lieutenant-Colonel the Che- 
valier de Revel, advanced in Two Columns, ſup- 
ported by the Piedmonteſe Grenadiers, under mT 


( ay 


jenel the Comte de Forax, the Ridge being too 
Narrow to admit of a Line. A very heavy Fire 
from the greateſt Part of the Enemy's Line checked 
our Progreſs for a ſhort Period, at ſomewhat leſs 
than Half the Way between the Ground from 
which we had advanced and the Enemy's Poſt. 
Here a eontinued Fire was kept up between the 
Enemy and the Britiſh and Piedmonteſe Troops, 
under every Diſadvantage on our Part of a moſt 
expoſed and confined Situation. The Column of 
General Gravina, m the mean Time, advanced in 
excellent Order under Cover of the Hill ; the Two 
Companies of Piedmonteſe Chaſſeurs, with the 
Neapolitan Grenadiers and Spaniſh Troops, advan- 
cing with a regular Progreſs, and well-ſupported 
Fire, towards the Left of the Enemy's Line, whilit, 
the Detachment from Fort Faron, under Colonel 
Comte del Porto, recommenced their Attack, which 
they made a real one, inſtead of a mere Diverſion 
as at firſt intended. At this Inſtant the advanced 
Part of General Gravina's Column having nearly 
gained the Brow of the Hill, I perceived the Left 
of the Enemy's Line begin to waver, and crowd. 
together, and ordered the Britiſh and Piedmonteſe 
under my Command to ruſh forward, which they 
did with the utmoſt Spirit and Alacrity, under an 
heavy and galling Fire of the Enemy, which, how- 
ever, was of- very ſhort Duration, for the whole 


Line of the Enemy, with their different _ of 


Reſerve, (400 of their Troops having abandoned 
the Redoubt before the Concluſion of the Action,) 
were throwa into Confuſion, and the Rout became 
general; ſeveral were killed in the Purſuit, but a 
very conſiderable Number indeed were deſtroyed by: 
preſiing each other over the Precipice in their 
Flight ; 75. of their Dead were colleted without 
c&icending into the Valley to which they fell from 
the Precipice : An Officer and 69 Priſoners were 
taxen ; and by Accounts ſince received _ De- 

11 erters, 
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ferters, but one Quarter of their original Number 
have rejoined their Forces. The moſt moderate 
Calculation, upon the Accounts of the Priſoners 
and Deſerters, ſtates their Numbers to have been 
from 1800 to 2000 Men, all Troops of the Line, 
and the Flower of La Bar's Army. Our Loſs has 
been inconſiderable, compared with the Difficulty 
and Hazard of the Enterprize. I have to regret 
the Loſs of Lieutenant the Chevalier Fabar, of the 
Piedmonteſe Chaſſeurs, a gallant, active, and intel. 


| ligent young Officer, who was killed at the Com- 


mencement of the firſt Attack made by my Column. 
The whole Army heard with Regret that General 
Gravina, in the Courſe of his able and ſpirited 
Exertions at the Head of the Neapolitan Grena- 
dicrs, received a Wound in the Leg, which obliged 
him to retire from the Ficld ; I am happy, however, 
to add, that the Wound is not likely to be attended 
with any ſerious Conſequences: His Place was ably 
ſupplied by the Courage and Conduct of Brigadier- 
General Chevalier Squierdo, and Prince Pignatelli. 
I encloſe a Liſt of the Killed and Wounded of the 
different Nations; the chief Loſs has fallen upon 
the Column under my Command, from the very 
expoſed Situation in which the Attack was necel- 
ſarily made, and where the Britiſh and Piedmonteſe 
Troops juſtified the mutual Confidence which each 
ſeemed to repoſe in the ſteady Support of the other. 
Indeed, Sir, I ſhould do Injuſtice were I to parti- 


culariſe any Corps or any Nation, where all were ſo 


equally meritorious, not only in the intrepid Firm- 
neſs with which the Whole of this brave Body of 
Men encountered the Dangers of a difficult and al- 
moit defperate Attempt, but for the patient Forti- 


- tude alſo with which they bore Hunger, Thirtt, 


and Fatigue, the Troops having received only a 
{mall Portion of Bread at the Time they marched 
from out of the Town, and being (from the Want 


of neceſſary Supplies at Toulon) without Canteens, 
no 
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no Officer or Soldier had a Drop of Water to re- 
freſh him during the Space of Twelve Hours, in a 
laborious march up Precipices ſuppoſed inacceſſible, 
and over rugged Rocks, grant > to the Heat of a 
burning Sun, reflected ftrongly by the Nature of 
the Ground, I can only ſay, that the mutual Eſ- 
teem and Applauſe which the Troops of the dif- 
ferent Nations ſo ſtrongly manifeſt towards each 
other, 18 the moſt honorable Panegyric that can be

IN Conformity to the Plan fixed on for our 
joint Operations, I went up to Fort Faron, and, by 
thewing the Head of different Columns of the 
Troops, kept the Enemy conſtantly jealous of an 
immediate Attack on the Right, and kept up a 
well directed Fire ſrom Three Twelve-Pounders on 
the Redoubt: But it was not only my own Opi- 
nion, but that of all the Officers commanding Corps, 
that a direct Attack in a Work ſo ſituated; and full 
of Men, was impracticable; I therefore ordered 
Four Parties, of co Men each, to be ready to climb 
up the Hill the Moment General Gravina and your 
Lordſhip ſhould advance on the Top of rhe Moun- 
tain, and a Column of 200 to follow and ſupport 
them, without firing until they ſnould arrive at the 
Summit, and a Party to turn the Hill lower down 


on the Right, to cut off or impede the Retreat, 


and all the Guns of the Fort to-fire about Fifty 
Yards in Front of the Troops, and to ſtop the Mo- 


ment I ſhould make a Signal. This Plan was ad- 


mirably executed, and -I hope produced the beſt 
EffeA ; Conde del Pereſta, Colonel of the Regi- 
ment of Majorca, diſtinguiſhed himſelf much in 
conduQting the Attack. Captains Torriano, of the 
zoth, and Beresford, of the 69th, had infinite Merit 
for the intrepid Manner they led their Men up art 
almoſt inacceſſible Mountain under a ſevere Fire. 
The Commandant of the Neapolitan Troops, and 
Major Heuſtein, of the Regiment of Royal Louis, 
were not leſs diſtinguiſhed on this Occaſion, and the 
Whole behaved with exemplary Firmneſs. Lieute- 
nant Alexander, of the Navy, and Captain Dexter, 
of the Marines, performed moſt material Services 
by the well. directed Fire from Guns on the Enemy's 
Troops and Works.

Extra of a Letter from the Rizht Honorable Lord 


Mulgrave to Mr. Secretary Dundas, dated Toulon, 
Oober 18, 1793. | . 


ON the 14th of Oftober, at Eleven o' Clock in 


the Morning, I perceived the Army of Ge- 
neral Carteaux, to the Weſtward of Toulon, to be 
formed in Line, and advancing from the Hills to- 
wards the Redoubt of Malbouſquet. The Garri- 
lon of Toulon (leaving the 9 Guards, and a 
mall Detachment to ſecure the Tranquillity of the 
Town,) was marched out te the Number of about 
zooo Men to take a defenfive Poſition between the 
Redoubts Malbouſquet and St. Antoine, and behind 
the Riviere Neuve, a deep and dry Canal lying 
North and South in Front of thoſe Redoubts. 
Three Bridges, which -croffed the Canal on the 


P 2 Roads 
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Roads leading to Brouſſan, Marſeilles, and the V1. 
lage of Six Fours, had been broken by my Orders 
ſoon after my Arrwal at Toulon. In this Poſition 
we had not any View of the Enemy, who were 
concealed by. intermediate Hills between their Line 
and the Plain occupied by the Garriſon of Toulon. 
I detached a Captain, with 70 Britiſh and 30 Pied- 
monteſe Chaſſeurs, to a rifing Ground (the Hauteur 
des Arennes) beyond the Rivicre Neuve, to diſcover 
the Movements of the Enemy, with Orders 'to 
remain there till I ſhould call them in, if they ſaw 
no conſiderable Body, but to return immediately if 
the Enemy appeared in- Force, and on no Account 
to engage in any Way with the Enemy, fo as to 
oblige me to march to their Support, as it was not 
— to make any Attack, or to come to 
Action, beyond the Riviere Neuve ; the ſmallneſs 
of our Numbers, the Impoſſibility of carrying our 
Field Artillery acroſs the Canal, and the certain In- 
formation I had received that the Enemy had 
numerous Batteries on the ſtrong Graund which 
they occupied, determined me to wait their Attack 
(if they intended one) behind the Riviere Neuve, 
and under the Protection of the Redoubts on the 
Flanks of our Poſition. Whilſt the Patrole of go 
Men proceeded to the Hull pointed out to them, 
J was employed in forming the Line of Britiſh and 
Piedmonteſe, and Two —— of Neapolitans, 
Meſſabia and Royal Naples: Brigadier- General 
Squierdo and Pignatelli having gone to the Left to 
place the Remainder of the Neapolitans and the 
Spaniſh Troops, and to order a Patrole (ſimilar to 
that which 1 had ſent out) to an Hill, the Hauteur 
des Gands, in Front of the Left of our Poſition. 
Before the Line was completely formed, I heard 
the Patrole of Britiſh engaged in an heavy Fir 
with the Enemy, and ſaw ſmall Parties retreating: 
I ſent immediately the Whole of the Piedmontcle 
Ct.affeurs to ſupport the Patrole, aud bring ben 
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off. The Appearance of this Reinforcement had 
the Effect of animating the advanced Soldiers of the 
Britiſh, who, in Spite of the Remonſtrances of their 
Officers, preſſed forward upon the Enemy. The 
Piedmonteſe followed the Example; and as I found 
the whole Detachment were advancing upon the 
Enemy, I was obliged to march out with 200 Bri- 
tin, Three Companies of the Regiment de Pied- 
mont, and Half of each of the Regiments of Nea- 
politan Troops, leaving the Remainder of my ps 
of the Army to guard our Poſition, and to chec 
the Enemy if they ſhould preſs upon us on our 
Return, The Patrole had puſhed on to a conſider- 
able Diſtance, and had driven in all the Advanced 
Parties of the Enemy, before I could bring them 
off, which, however, was effected with no further 
Loſs than that which they had ſuſtained in the raſh 
but ſpirited Enterpriſe of the Soldiers, which 
obliged their Officers to follow them to a Diſtance 
of a Mile and a Half beyond the Riviere Neuve. 
The Patrole on the Lefl, with which Brigadier- 
Generals Squierdo and Pignatelli had proceeded, 
conſiſting of about 800 Men, had gone forward 
near a Mile to the Petite Garenne, and in Sight of 
the Intrenchment which the Enemy had thrown up 
on the Road to Olioulles: As this Party had kept 
up a continued Fire on the Advanced Corps of the 
Enemy, I apprehended they might be in Want of 
Ammunition to make good their Retreat; and 
having regained La Hauteur des Arennes with my 
whole Corps, I detached 100 Britiſh, 100 Piedmon- 
tele, and One of the Half Battalions of Neapoli- 
tans, to aſſiſt their Retreat, who found them pre- 
paring to return to our Line. The Enemy in all 
Probability expected an Attack from us, which 
prevented their quitting their Poſt to bring their 
whole Force upon our ſmall Detachments, which 
bad imprudently ruſhed forwards. Night coming 
on, the Enemy (having probably loſt ſeveral Men 
P 3 from 
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from the Vivacity with which they were preſſed}. 
retired to their Camp without attempting any At- 
tack. The Garriſon marched back to Toulon at 
about Ten o'Clock at Night. | 

I have the Honor to encloſe you a Return of the 
Killed and Wounded in this Skirmiſh, in which I 
Have only to regret the too great Impetuoſity of the

applaud the judicious Conduct of Lieutenant - Colo- 
nel Chevalier de Revels, and of Captain Wemyſs 
and Lieutenant St. George, of the 11th Regiment, 

cunder the Cit cumſtances which obliged them to go 
to ſo hazardous a Diftance from our Polit of Defence. 

On the ißth, in the Morning, the unfortunate 
Affair of Cape Le Brun took place. I fend you a 
Copy of Governor Elphinſtone's Report of this 
Action to Vice-Admiral Lord Hood 

As ſoon as the Report came to me of Cape Brun 
being attacked and requiring Succour, L ordered 
the Garriſon Picquet to turn out immediately, and 
the Remainder of+ the Troops to get under Arms, 
and ſent the Report I had received to the General 
Officers commanding the Foreign Troops. Before 
the Picquet of 100 Men had got heyond the Gate 
of the Town, a Report came of our Troops having 
been repulſed from Cape Brun; that they had re- 
tired into Fort La Malgue; and that the whole 
Army of General La Poype had been marched 
from La Garde for the Attack of Cape Brun, and 
were at that J'ime in Poſſeſſion of it. 

We marched out of the Gate d'Italie as foon as 
the Garriſon could be collected under Arms, con- 
ſiting of the ſame Numbers as the Day before, 
with Eight Field-Pieces and Two Eighteen-Poun- 
ders, with the Addition of 69 Spaniſh Dragoons 
of 160, which landed on the 12th Inſtant (the 
remaining Horſes not being yet fit for Service.) 

Having reconnoitered the Situation of the Enemy 
I found they had abandoned Cape Prun, and had 

| : formed 
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formed their whole Force further to the Eaſtward, 
on the Hauteur Le Pradel, with their Left covered 
by the Caſtle St. Marguerite, which has Two 
T welve-Pounders pointed to the Land Side; their 
Field. Pieces were diſtributed along the Front of 
their Line. It occurred to me that the moſt ſafe 
and effectual Mode of diſlodging them from their 


ſtrong Poſt would be to march immediately forward, 


under Protect ion of the Guns of our Forts on the 
Side of Mount Faron, to proceed towards La Val- 
lette, and ſtrike off to the Hauteurs de Thouars, 
about a Mile to the Eaſtward of La Vallette, and 
commanding La Garde at ſomething more than a 
Quarter of a Mile Diftance from that Village. It 
was my Intention to occupy Thouars and La Garde, 
by which we ſhould command the whole Plain, and 
the Two great Roads, one leading to Hieres, and 
paſſing to the Eaſtward of La Garde, the other 


paſting through La Vallette, and leading to Sou- 


liers. Generals Squierdo and Pignatelli being of 
the ſame Opinion with me, we proceeded on the 
Road to La Vallette, leaving 140 Men, with Two 
Eighteen Pounders, in that Village (under the Pro- 
tection of the Guns of Fort Faron) to maſk the 
Vallon de Favieres, and prevent the Enemy from 
ſending Reinforcements by that Paſs from their 
Poſts at Tounis and Le Reveſt. At the Com- 
mencement of our March the Enemy expected an 
Attack, and drew up their Force; as we proceeded 
they appeared in ſome Degree of Hurry and Con- 
fuſion, and at length quitted their Poſt to march 
towards La Garde. Unfortunately, from an Error 
of the Guide, the Spaniſh Troops which led the 
Column were carried beyond the Point at which 
they ſhould have gained the Hauteurs de Thouars 
and when the Rear Diviſion of the Column, com- 
poled of the Britiſh and Piedmonteſe Troops, which 
was to have formed the Left of the Line, arrived at 
the Foot of that Hill, we found the Advance 
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formed with their Right to the Hauteurs, and their 
Left extending towards La Vallette. I immediately 
marched the Britiſh and Piedmonteſe Troops to the 
Top of the Hauteurs de Thouars, taking the Right 
of our Poſition ; the Spaniſh and Part of the Nea- 

politan Troops came up on our Left; Brigadier- 


General Pignatelli remaining with 350 Men to keep 
up the Communication with the Corps poſted at La 
Vallette. It was with great Regret that I per- 
ceived the Enemy (who had preſſed their March 
rapidly) entering La Garde at the Moment we poſ- 
ſelled ourſelves of the Hauteurs de Thouars. By 
the Activity and Exertions of Colonel Minichini, 
of the Albaneſe Neapolitan Corps, and Captain 
Collier, of the Britiſh Artillery, we got our Field- 
Pieces to the Top of the Hills tl:rough very ſteep 
and difficult Paſſages. The Enemy made various 
Movements, but without attempting any Thing 
more than a Cannonade from La Garde, which we 
returned, and diſmounted One of their Guns. When 
Night fer in they began to remove with their Artil- 
lery towards Hieres. I ſent forward a Patrole 
under Captain Moncrief, of the 11th Regiment, 
conſiſting of 100 Britiſh Troops, a Company of 
Piedmonteſe Grenadiers, and the Grenadier Com- 
pany of the Spaniſh Swiſs Regiment of Betchar, to 
find whether they had evacuated La Garde. 'This 
Patrole was fired upon by a ſtrong Rear Guard, 
poſted in Vineyards, and in the Houſes of the Vil- 
lage, which cover the Sides of a Sugar-Loaf Hill, 
the Top of which is crowned by an old Caſtle. 
The main Object of our Movement having been 
obtained by the Retreat of the Enemy from the 
Situation they had occupied in the Morning near 
St. Marguerite, it would have been highly impru— 
dent to have ſacrificed any Part of our ſmall Force 
in the Attack of a ſtrong Village, which we muſt 
of Neceflity have abandoned next Morning. The 


Troops having been much fatigued the Day beans

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and having been left (by the Miſmanagement of the 
Perſons charged at Toulon with the Supply of 
Proviſions) without any Food till Ten 0? Joc at 
Night, it was at that Hour determined to march- 
back into the Town.

MY LORD, La Malgue, Ofober 16, 1793. 

I HAVE the Honor to inform your Lordſhip, 
that, m confequence of the Enemy's having re- 
peatedly appeared on the important Hill of Cape 
Brun, which overlooks this Fort, and commands a 
_ Part of the Harbour, I ordered 100 Men of 
uiſteins, or Battalion of Royal Louis, to be poſt- 
ed there; and, on the 14th, repaired there with the 
Engineers to prepare for its Defence; and after 
they had marked out the Situation of an intended 
Work, I ſent a Reinforcement of 100 of the Re- 
_ of Royal Louis. On the 15th, before 
ay, the Report of Muſketry was heard, which 
increaſed with the Light, and induced me to order 
100 of the zoth Regiment, 100 Neapolitans, 50 
Spaniards, and the Remainder of the Royal Louis, 
to follow me there. By the Time I got to the 
Bottom of the Hill the Fire was become very briſk, 
and I had ſome Difficulty to get up by the Road. 
The Troops from La Malgue were nearly up by a 
ſhorter Road through Vineyards. I detached Cap- 
tain Torriano, of the zoth, to go round the Left 
of the Hill, and take the Enemy on their Right 
Flank. This had the defired Effect, and they gave 
Way. On the Top of the Hill I found the Royal 
Louis defending themſelves gallantly, although hard 
preſſed, but the Out- Poſts driven in, and the Men in 
Want of Cartridges. I advanced with the freſh 
Troops and recovered our Out- Poſts, after 7 ob- 
mate 
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ſtinate Reſiſtance, and placed Captain Tomlinſon, of 
the zoth, in the Advance, the Neapolitans in the 
Centre, Captain Torriano on the Left, with Royal 
Louis and the Spaniſh Troops on the Right; and 
it was near an Hour before the Enemy retired*: 
They were fupported by Cannon; we had none. 
I had previouſly ſent an Aid de Camp to La Malgue 
for Cartridges, and to Toulon for Support of Troops. 
The Enemy, notwithſtanding they were greater 1n 
Force than I expected, did not ſeem diſpoſed to re- 
new the Attack; inſomuch that J ordered the Work- 
men to begin the Redoubt, viſited the Poſts, and 
then returned to the Fort for the Purpoſe of hurry- 
ing up Guns, Ammunition, Proviſions, &c. and re- 
peating my Requeſt of Men from Toulon. In Half 
an Hour aftcr I had left Cape Brun the whole Army 
of the Enemy had advanced under Cover of Woods, 
and, ſupported by Artillery, attacked the Poſts on 
all Sides, and carried it in conſequence of Numbers, 
notwithſtanding a moſt diſtinguiſhed Reſiſtance. I 
am ſorry to inform that, in both Affairs, many brave 
Officers and Men fell. In the Perſon of Captain 
Torriano His Majeſty loſt one of the molt reſpect- 
able Officers in Europe. Were I to enter upon the 
Conduct of the Officers and Men, I ſhould fail in 
doing Juſtice to their Merit. The zoth Regiment 
did all that Men could do; and the Battalion of 
Royal Louis, although only a few Days formed, 
fought with determined Valour. The fortunate 
Recovery of the Poſt was ſo immediately under 
your Lordſhip's Eye, that it is unneceſſary for me 
to add more, than that I have the Honor to be, &c.

They advanced in conſiderable 
Force, particularly againſt Nechin, and made their 
Attack with great Rapidity. The Detachment 
«poſted there, which was a Picquet from the Grena- 
-dier Battalion of the 'Troops of Heſſe Darmſtadt, 
-and Half a Company of the Imperial Free Corps 
.of O'Donnell, defended the Poſt for ſome Time 
-with great Gallantry, but being obliged to yield to 
the Superiority of Numbers, they retreated towards 


Bailleul, whilſt the Detachment which occupied

tainbourg. Major-General During, however, whe 
had repaired upon the firſt Alarm to the Point of 
Attack, having brought up the Light Infantry 
Battalion of Heſſe [Darmſtadt from Eftainbourg 
and Peck, and a Party of the Hanoverian Cavalry, 
under the Command of Colonel Linſingen, having 
advanced from 'Templeuve, the Enemy were driven 
back in their 'Turn, and the Poſts re-occupied. 

The :Darmſtadt Troops had Two Men killed ; 
Captain Von Shonberg and Seven Men wounded : 
Captain Von. Becher, who was likewiſe wounded, 
and Four Men taken. The Corps of O'Donnell 
had Six Men wounded and Two taken. The Ha- 
noverian Cavalry, One Man wounded. The Loſs 
of the Enemy was greater; ſeyeral were found 
dead about the Village of 'Nechin, and Seven o 
Eight taken.

Copy of a Letter from Major-General Williamſon, 
Auated Jamaica, Odober 8, 1793. 
SIR, 
HAD the Honor to inform you, in my Letter 
of the 8th of September, that the next Day the 
13th Regiment, the Two Flank Companies of the 
- 49th, and a Detachment of Artillery, were to fail, 
to take Poſſeſſion of Jeremie, the Propoſitions or 
Capitulation having been accepted. 

Commodore Ford, in whoſe Praiſe I cannot ſay 
too much, failed with the Expedition. The greateſt 
Part of the Troops were embarked on board His 

Majeſty's Ships. Tranſports were neceſlary for the 
Proviſions and Stores. 
The Whale arrived at Jeremie the 19th in the 


Evening,; and a Deputation was ſent from the 


Council; 
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Council requeſting the Engliſh Colours, that they 
might be immediately hoiſted ; but it was judged 
belt to land early the next Morning, when the 
Whole diſembarked, and the Colours were hoiſted 
at both Forts, with Two Salutes of 'Uwenty-one 
Guns, and anſwered by the Commodore and his 
Squadron. The Troops were received with the 
loudeſt Acclamations from all Ranks. 

I mentioned in my Letter, that a Monſ. Carles, 
of the Etat-Major of the Mole, was on board of the 
Commodore. 4 

The Commodore only remained a few Hours at 
Jeremie after the Troops were landed, and ſailed 
for the Mole, where he arrived the 22d, and ſent 
Monſ. Carles on Shore. The next Day, at Seven 
in the Morning, a Deputation of Twenty Perſons 


came on board the Commodore, who was cruiſing 


off the Entrance of the Mole, to inform him, that 
they wiſhed to accept of the ſame Capitulation as 
Jeremie, and begged the Commodore to grant it 
them, which was accordingly done, and the Europa 
ſailed up the Harbour. When the Fort at Preſque 
Ille faw the Ship under Weigh they fired Three 
Guns as a Signal, and hoiſted the Engliſh Colours, 
the ſame at Fort Orleans; and when the Europa 
came to an Anchor fhe was ſaluted with Twenty- 
one Guns from all the Forts, and all the Veſſels in 
the Harbour, which was anſwered by the Commo- 
core. Fifty Marines were landed under Captain 
Robertſon, who took the Command of the Garri- 
lon. The Commodore ſent a faſi-ſailing Schooner 
to Jeremie for ſome Troops: The Grenadier Com- 
pany of the 13th Regiment was immediately em- 
varked, and arrived at the Mole the 28th. 

It being a Place of ſuch Importance, and literally 
the Key of St. Domingo, I judged it neceſſary to 
lrengthen the Garriſon ; accordingly Eieutenant- 
Colonel Danſey, with Five Companies of the 49th 
Regiment, failed the 7th on board Two of the 

Q Frigates ; 
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Frigates; and I ſhall order the remaining Three 
Companies to hold themſelves in Readineſs for Em- 
barkation on board of another Frigate. 

The Packet not failing till the 21ſt, and Two 
Ships ſailing the 1oth, one for London and the 
other for Liverpool, I have the Honor to ſend you 
a ſhort Sketch of our Operations, and ſhall be more 
explicit by the Packet.

Lieutenant-Governor of Jamaica, for his Acceptance. 


Art. I. THAT the Proprietors of St. Do- 
mingo, deprived of all Recourſe to their lawful 
Sovereign to deliver them from the Tyranny under 
which they now groan, implore the Protection of 
His Britannic Majeſty, and take the Oath of Fi- 
delity and Allegiance to him ; and ſupplicate him 
to take their Colony under his Protection, and to 
treat them as good and faithful Subjects till a Ge- 
neral Peace, at which Period they ſhall be finally 
ſubjected to the Terms then agreed upon between 
His Britannic Majeſty, the Government of France, 
and the Allied Powers, with reſpect to the So- 
vereignty of St. Domingo.

Art. II. That till Order and Tranquillity are

lony before the Revolution in France, ſhall be pre- 
ſerved ; Nevertheleſs, until a Colonial Aſſembly can 
be formed, His Britannic Majeſty ſhall have the 
Right of determining proviſionally upon any Mea- 
ſures which the general Good, and the Tranquillity 
of the Colony, may require; but that no Aſſembly 
ſhall be called till Order is eſtabliſhed in every Part 
of the Colony ; and, till that Period, His Britannic 
Majeſty's Governor ſhall be aſſiſted in all the Details 
of Adminiftration and Police by a Committee of 
Six Perſons, which he ſhall have the Power of 
chooſing from among the Proprietors of the Three 
Provinces of which the Colony conſiſte.

That the Manufacturers of White 
Sugars ſhall preſerve the Right of exporting their 
Clayed Sugars, ſubject to ſuch Regulations as it 
may be neceſſary to make with reſpect to them. 

Anſwer.—Granted. In conſequence the Duties 
upon White Sugars ſhall be the ſame as were taken 
in the Colony of St. Domingo in 1789. 

Art. IX. That the Catholic Religion ſhall be 

reſerved and maintained, but that no other Mode 
of Evangelic Worſhip ſhall be excluded. 
_ Anſwer. — Granted ; on Condition that ſuch 
Prieſts as have taken the Oath preſcribed by the 
Perſons exerciſing the Powers of Government in 
France ſhall be ſent away, and replaced by others. 


Art. X. The local Taxes deſtined to acquit the 
Expences of Garriſons, and of the Adminiſtration 
of the Colony, ſhall be aſſeſſed in the ſame Manner 


as in 1789, except the Alleviations and Remittanes

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which ſhall be granted to the Inhabitants whoſe 
Property has ſuffered by Fire, till their Poſſeſſions 
are repaired. An Account ſhall be kept by the 
Colony of all the Sums advanced on the Part of

IN conſequence of the Commiſſion you honored 
me with, I took the Command of this Town and 
Garriſon on the 12th Inſtant. I found every Thing 
properly arranged by Major Robertſon, and I had 
then nothing to do but confirm his Orders and Re- 
gulations. I have fince been menaced with an At- 
tack by Mr. Panthonax, who is come into the 
Neighbourhood, and continues his Threats. No 
Exertions of mine ſhall be wanting on that Head. 

You have already heard from Commodore Ford 
the Situation and Importance of this Poſt, which 
nothing can more manifeſt than his remaining here 
to protect us.

. my Letter of the 8th Inſtant I informed their 
Lordſhips that I was proceeding to Jeremie with 
a Detachment of Troops, commanded by Lieute-

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nant-Colonel Whitelocke, of the 13th Regiment, 
to take a Poſt at that Place in the Name of His 
Britannie Majeſty, agreeable to a Capitulation ſigned 
by General Williamſon and Monf, Charmilly ; and 
J have the Satisfaction to add, that the Squadron 
arrived there on the Evening of the 19th, and that 
the Troops landed the fubſequent Morning, and 
were received by the Inhabitants with every Demon- 
{tration of Joy and Fidelity, and the Britiſh Colours 
hoiſted under a Royal Salute, with the uſual Cere- 
momes on ſuch Occaſions. No Time was loſt in 
landing the Artillery and Stores, and, as the Wea- 
ther was ſufpicious, the Anchorage bad, aid a 
heavy Sea ſetting in, I judged it beſt to quit the 
Bay in the Evening, there being no Danger to be 
apprehended from the Naval Force of the Enemy; 
and in order to give Colonel Whitelock an Op- 
* to ſecure himſelf as ſoon as poſhble, 
directed Captain Rowley, of His Majeity's Ship 
Penelope, to take the Iphigenia, Hermione, and 
Spitfire Schooner, under his Command, and procced 
to Bay des Flamands, near St. Louis, on the South 
Side of the Ifland, and endeavour, by way of a 
Diverſion, to take or deftroy ſome Merchant Ships 
that were to remain there during the Hurricave 
Months, and I proceeded myſelf with the Europa, 
Goelan Brig, and Flying Fiſh Schooner, towards 
the Mole with Major Carles, a French Officer be- 
longing to the Town of the Mole of Cape St. 
Nicholas, who had been captured and carried into 
Naſſau by a Providence Privateer, and afterwards 
{ent by Lord Dunmore to Jamaica, where he ar- 
rived the Day before the Squadron ſailed with 
Letters to the Governor and myſelf; upon Exa- 
mination of the Major, it appeared that the Gar- 
riſon and Inhabitants would ſurrender themſelves to 
the Arms of Great Britain, provided a certain 
Number of Troops could be ſent to ſupport them; 
and it was agreed that I ſhould carry him up in the

Europa to Jeremie, and, when the Troops were 
landed, to ſend him in a Flag of Truce to the Mole 
to ſound their Diſpoſitions, and then for him to 
return to Jamaica and fix on the Plan; but as I 
found at Jercmie that a ſpeedy Attack on the Mole 
was meditated by the Civil Commiſſaries, I thought 
it would be moſt conducive to His Majeſty's Service 
to proceed there myſelf, in order to give all poſſible 
Countenance to the Miſſion ; and in conſequence 1 
ient Major Carles, on the Evening of the 21ſt, on 
board the Flying Fiſh Schooner, to be landed in the 
Night at a certain Spot, and directed the Goelan 
to — between the Flying Fiſh and Europa to 
give him Support if neceſſary. Soon after Day- 
light a Signal, that an Enemy was in Sight, was 
diſcovered on board the Flying Fiſh, and upon the 
Europa opening the South Point of the Mole, 
ſeveral armed Veſſels were ſeen in Chaſe of her, but 
which returned to the Town immediately, by which 
Circumſtance Lieutenant Prevoſt was enabled to 
join me, and from whom I was informed that the 
Major, with Three other French Gentlemen, a 
Midſhipman, and Boat's Crew, had been taken in 
landing by an armed Schooner, and carricd to the 
Town, from which I drew a Concluſion not very 
favourable to eur Views, and the Day paſſed in 
filent Appreheufion for the Major's Safety; but 
about Five P. M. a Gun was ſired from Preſqu'ile, 
and with Joy I diſcovered a private Signal which 1 
had previouſly concerted with the French Officer ; 
on which I approached the Battery as near as poſ- 
üble, under the neceſſary Precautions, and about 
Nine o' Clock a Boat came off with ſeveral Officers 
belonging to Dillon's Regiment, with Profeſſions 
of Friendſhip and Fidelity to the King of Great 
Britain, at the ſame Time aſſuring me, that unleſs 
they received immediate Support all would be loſt ; 
that the Blacks and Mulattoes at Jean Rabel, 
mounting to 8 or 10, co, were expected every 
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Hour to attack them; that the Inhabitants, from 
ſevere Duty and extreme Miſery, were divided, and 
relaxed into Deſpondency, aud in Contemplation to 
fly to America, and that their Goods were embarked 
in the Veſſels in the Port for that Purpoſe; that 
the Troops of the Line (through the Intrigues of 
the Civil Commiſſaries) manifeſted ſtrong Symptoms 
to a general Mutiny ; and that they had ſent Fifty. 
five — of Dillon's Regiment to Charleſ- 
town the Day before: From theſe Circumſtances I 
evidently ſaw that no Time was to be loſt, and I 
determined from that Moment to try what could be 
done with the Force of the Squadron ; to which 
End I ſent the Officers on Shore to get the Capitu- 
lation figned, (it being exactly the ſame as that of 
Jeremie, with the Addition of the laſt Article re- 
ſpecting the Officers and Troops of the Garriſon,) 
with which they returned ſoon after Daylight in the 
Morning ; and having publicly accepted it on the 
WES with Vive le Roi d' Angleterre, and 
Three Cheers on each Side, I proceeded to the 
Anchorage without Heſitation, hoiſted the Britiſh 
Flag on Lein Batteries, and took Poſſeſſion of the 
Town and its Dependencies (the Pariſh of Bom- 
barde and Platform included) in the Name of His 
Britannic Majeſty, with the Marines of the Europa, 

mmanded by Captain Robinſon, an Officer of 

iſtinguiſhed Merit and Abilities in his Profeſſion, 
and whom I have directed to act as Brevet Major 
for the preſent, in order to give him ſuperior Rank 
to the late Commandant, till General Williamſon 
can make the neceſſary Arrangements, holding 200 
Seamen in Readineſs to land, if neceſſary, at a Mo- 
ment's Warning; and I have the Satisfaction of in- 
forming their Lordihips that we are in full Poſſeſ- 


ſion of the fineſt Harbour in the Weſt Indies, 
guarded by Batteries incredibly ſtrong. An Account 
of the Ordnance, Ammunition, and Military Stores 
in the Magazines, you will reccive herewith.

I cannot conclude my Letter without expreſſing 
my Approbation of the firm and regular Conduct 
of the Officers, Scamen, and Marines of the Squa- 
dron under my Command, particularly Captains 
Gregory and Wolley, whole Zeal and Attention 
have been unuſually confpicuous on this Occaſion. 
Ard I ſhould be wanting in Juſtice to the Officers 
and Troops of the Garriſon if 1 did not ſtate their 
Merit in having ſo long reliſted the dangerous Prin- 
ciples of the Civil Commiſſaries, and maintained 
with Firmneſs and Energy thoſe of a Monarchical 
Government, which no Perſuafion could ſhake, or 
Intrigue confound.

IN Addition to my Letter of the 26th Ult. you 
will be pleaſed to inform their Lordſhips, that the 
Flying Fiſh Schooner, which I ſent to Colonel 
Whitclocke at Jeremie with a Requiſition for a 
{mall Force for the preſent, returned on the 28th 
Uk, 
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Ult. with the Grenadier Company of the 13th Re. 
ment ; and His Majeſty's Ships Penelope and 
Iphi enia arrived on the 11th and 12th Inſtant from 
Jamaica, with Five Companies of the 49th Regi- 
ment, commanded by Lieutenant-Colonel Danſey, 
whom Governor Williamſon has appointed Com- 
mandant of this Diſtrict.

The 
Enemy's Detachment was entirely defeated and 
deſtroyed, Five Officers and 48 Men being taken, 
and the Reſt killed. The Conduct and Bravery of 
Major Linſingen, and the Behaviour of the Troops 
under his Command, are ſpoken of by General 
Walmoden in Terms of the higheſt Commendation. 
The Hanoverians had Two Officers, Lieutenants 
Aly and Martin, wounded, Four Men killed, and 
Eight wounded. 

That Body of the Enemy which paſſed the Lys 
at Comines drove back the Poſts of Ten Briel and 
Sandtforde, which were occupied by a Company 
and a Halt of the Imperial Free Corps of Grün 
Laudohn. A Party of about 2 or 300 Men pene- 
trated between theſe and the other Poſts, ſo that 
this Detachment was almoſt entirely cut off, and 
upwards of 100 Men have either been killed or 
fallen into their Hands. Upon the Arrival of a 
Reinforcement, hich had been ſent by General 
Walmoden to tne Support of Sandtforde and Ten 
Briel, the Enemy fell back, and the different Corps

grave, ſituated on the Heights of Balaguier, 
One of the moſt eſſential Poſts that cover this 
Town and Harbour, was vigorouſly and repeatedly 
attacked by a large Corps of the Enemy. I have 
particular Pleaſure in mentioning, that, on this Oc- 
cafion, the very ſpirited Exertions of the Britih 
Troops ſtationed at Fort Mulgrave, conſiſting of a 
Detachment of the 2d Battalion of the iſt or Royal 
Regiment of Foot, commanded by Captain Duncan 
Campbell, and of a Detachment of the Royal Ar- 
tillery, commanded by Lieutenant Lemoine, were 
the principal Means of repulſing the Enemy, and 
{ſaving that important Poſt. Th 
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The Enemy, from the corroborating Accounts ef 
different Deſerters, are faid to have loſt in this At- 
tack about 600 Men killed and wounded. ' Our 
Loſs, including the Spaniards,  Neapolitans, and 
Sardinians, amounted only to 61. Among the 
wounded were Captain Duncan Campbell, of the

CLARATION, which, by his Order, we ſhall addreſs 
to the Inhabitants of Toulon, and publiſh in his 
Name. I ſhall now conclude by reading it to you. 


DrecraraTiON of the KinG. 


WE the underſigned, Commiſſioners Plenipoten- 
tiary of His Majeſty the King of Great Britain, 
do hereby publiſh, by his Orders, and in his Name, 


the following Declaration : 


His Britannic Majeſty having been informed of 
the Circumſtances under which the Town, Harbour, 
and Forts of Toulon, and the Ships in the ſaid 
Harbour, have been inzruſted to Vice-Admiral Lord 
Hood, Commander in Chief of His Majeſty's Ships 
and Veſſels in the Mediterranean, and of the Decla- 
ration and Proclamations publiſhed by the ſaid Vice- 
Admiral, as well as of the Declaration made to him 
on the Part of the Inhabitants and People of Tou- 
lon, has thought fit, for the further Satisfaction of 
the ſaid Inhabitants and People, and for the full 
Explanation of his Royal Inteations, to declare as 
follows: 

I. When Monarchy ſhall be reſtored in France, 
and a Treaty of Peace concluded, ſtipulating in 
Favour of His Majeſty and his Allies the Reftitu- 
tion of all Conqueſts made by France during the 
War, and a juſt Indemnification for the Loſſes and 
Expences thereby incurred, and a proper Security 
for the future, His Majeſty will cauſe the Town, 
Forts, and Harbour of Toulon, together with the 
Ships and Stores therein, to be reſtored, according 
to the Engagement entered into by the faid Vice- 
Admiral, 

R 4 II. His 
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II. His Majeſty has given Directions that the 
moſt effectual Mealures Fall be taken for the Pro- 
tection of the Perſons and Property of the Inhabit. 
ants of the ſaid Town, aud for procuring them the 
Supplies of Proviſions and other Articles of which 
they may ſtand in Need ; and His Majeſty 1s alſo 
2 pleaſed to approve of continuing all Per- 
ons who held Civil or Military Employments in 
their reſpe&ive Places and Occupations, as far as 
Circumſtances, and the Good of the common Cauſe, 
will permit. 

III. His Majeſty will do every Thing in his 
Power, and in Concert with his Allies, to repel any 
Attacks which may be made againſt Toulon, and 
to extend his Protection to all thoſe who may be 
defirable to have Recourſe to it, under certain Con- 
ditions. 

IV. His Majeſty ſincerely wiſhes the Happineſs 
of France, but by no Means defires on this Ac- 
count to preſcribe any particular Form of Govern- 
ment. The King claims the Right of taking a Part 
only becauſe the Anarchy which now deſolates that 
Country threatens the Tranquillity of his own Sub- 
jects, and that of the other Powers of Europe, 
whoſe Safety and Peace materially depend on the 
Re- eſtabliſhment of Order in France, and of a re- 
gular Syſtem, which may hold out to them a ſecure 
Ground of Negotiation and Friendſhip : And His 
Majeſty does not heſitate to declare, that the Re- 
eſtabliſhment of Monarchy in tne Perſon of Louis 
XVII. and the lawful Heirs oi the Crown, appears 
to him the beſt Mode of accompliſhing theſe juſt 
and falutary Views. This Form of Government 
has not only prevailed in France from the earlieſt 
Times, but, being capable of ſuch Limitations as 
may ſuit the reſpective Circumſtances of different 
Nations, has been proved by Experience to be the 
heſt adapted in great Countries to unite.the Advan- 
tages of Security and Order with real Liberty. 

Such 
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Such a Syſtem, ſubje& to ſuch Modifications as 


may hereafter be made therein in a regular and legal 
Manner, when Tranquillity ſhall have been reſtored 
in France, would afford to His Majeſty the beſt and 
moſt pleaſing Proſpe& of terminating the Evils and 
Miſeries now endured by the French Nation, and 
of the Renewal of a regular and amicable Inter- 
courſe between that Country and other States. 

It is to theſe great Ends that His Majeſty's Mea- 
ſures will be directed; and his Protection and Af- 
ſiſtance will be extended, as far as Circumſtances 
will admit, to all thoſe who manifeſt their Deſire to 
concur in ſo ſalutary a Work.

SIR, Toulon, November 30, 1793. 


1 HAVE the Honor to acquaint you, that the 
Enemy, having opened a conſiderable Battery 
on the Height of Arenes, which much annoyed one 
of our principal Out-Poſts, (Malbouſquet) it be- 
came neceſſary to attack it. Diſpoſitions for that 
Purpoſe were made, and this Morning, at Five 
o*Clock, a Corps of 400 Britiſh, 300 Sardinians, 
600 Neapolitans, 600 Spaniards, and 400 French, 
under my Command, marched from the Town. 
Notwithſtanding the Whole was obliged to croſs 
the New River on one Bridge only, to divide into 
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Four Columns, to march acroſs Olive Grounds, 
interſected by Stone Walls, and to aſcend a very 
conſiderable Height, cut into Vine Teraſſes, yet we 
ſucceeded in ſurprifing and forcing the Enemy, and 
were ſoon in full Poſſeſſion of the Battery and 
Height: But I am ſorry to ſay, that inſtead of 
forming upon, and occupying the long and narrow 
Summit of the Hill, agreeable to Orders and mi- 
litary Prudence, the Impetuoſity of the Troops led 
them to follow the Enemy, to deſcend the Height, 
to aſcend other diſtant Heights, and, at laſt, in Diſ- 
order, to encounter ſuch ſuperior advancing Num- 
bers, as obliged them precipitately to retire, and to 
relinquiſh the Advantages we at firſt gained. 

It is with much Concern, I muſt add, that Lieu» 
tenant General O'Hara, who had arrived at the 
Battery on our firſt Succeſs, was involved in the 
Conſequence of this ſudden Reverſe, was wounded 
in the Arm, and made Priſoner. 

We have to regret that ſo many gallant Officers 
and Men have ſuffered on this Occaſion. The Loſs 
of the Britiſh I have the Honor to encloſe ; that 
of the other Nations is not in Proportion great. 

From General O' Hara's Abſence the Command 
devolves on me. I ſhall endeavour to diſcharge it 
to the beſt of my Ability and Health, till His Ma- 
jeſty's further Pleaſure is ſignified,

SIR, Vidsory, Toulon Road, Nov. 30, 1793. 
THE Enemy having erected and opened a Bat- 
tery againſt the Polit of Malbouſquet, and from 
which Shells would reach the Town and Ar- 
ſenal, Governor O'Hara ſipnified to me Yeſterday 
his Intention to attempt to deſtroy it, and bring off 
the Guns; and requeſted ſome Seamen to be ſent 
to a Poſt he propoſed to withdraw the Britiſh 
Soldiers from. The Governor promiſed not to 
go out himſelf, but unfortunately did not keep 
his Word. A molt clear, diſtin, and regular Plan 
was ſettled, and the Commanding Officer of the 
Troops of each Nation had a Copy of it. The 
Troops moved at Four o' Clock this Morning, and 
ſurpriſed the Redoubt moſt completely: Never 
was a Service performed with more Regularity and 
Exactneſs; but the Ardour and Impetuoſity of the 
Troops (inſtead of forming on the Height where 
the Battery was raiſed, as they were particularly 
ordered to do) led them to ruſh after the Enemy 
near a Mile on the other Side, in a very ſcattered 
and irregular Manner. The Conſequence of whick 
was, the Enemy collected in very great Force; and, 
in the Retreat of our Troops, they ſuffered ex- 
tremely. I herewith tranſmit an Account of the 
Loſs of the Britiſh in killed, wounded, and miſſing;
